.» WASHINGTON — Tempo- 

‘promotions for Army 
enlisted people will drop to 
6028 spaces in October, com- 
pared to a record 18,242 this 
month, because losses in E-4 
slots were, it was said, “less 
than estimated and resulted 
in a decreased quota alloca- 
tion.” However, temporary 
upgradings are expected to 
go back up*in November and 
ensuing months. 

On the bright side, too, was a 
small increase in the number of 
E-9 authorizations and the fact 
that the number of frozen MOSs in 
grade E-7 dropped by six while 
more and more the MOSs are 
dropping in and out of the pro- 
motion deep freeze for only a 
month, This means that a man who 
can earn a promotion will have to 
wait a month to get it where in 
the past, in many MOSs, the wait- 
ing. time had stretched out for a 
year or more. 

The-October temporary pro- 
motion allocations are not final. As 
in June of this year, there could 
be supplementary promotion 
quotas. The Army, too, is taking 
another look at the E-4 picture to 
determine whether the number of 
anticipated vacancies on which 
promotions are based indicate that 
more men are staying in the Army 
and making it a career. 

If such a thing should-turn out 
to be true, then it would mean that 
the Army is becoming more suc- 
cessful in its efforts to build a 
completely volunteer force. So the 
drop in E-4 promotions in October, 
while serious to PFC’s trying to 
climb the ladder, could turn out a 
blessing in disguise for the Army’s 
enlisted management program. 

Temporary promotions to E-4 in 
October were set at 3494. That was 
in contrast to 15,286 authorized for 
this month. E-4 promotions had 
been running. around 13,000 to 
15,000 during the months of this 
calendar year so the drop in Oc- 
tober is somewhat startling. How- 
ever, they are expected to go back 
up in November and the following 
months.

WASHINGTON — The Congress failed to pass an amendment to the Hiss Act, there- 
by leaving a sword of Damocles hanging over the retired pay of servicemen with court- 
martial convictions in their records. 


‘Searchlight’ Program 
Shows Gains in Year 


A measure that would have taken 
the unintended sting out of the 
current law hung on the verge of 
passage for the whole of the three- 
week “rump” session. It was on 
the Senate calendar and seemed 
destined to pass by unanimous con- 
sent. 

Sen. John Williams (R., Del.) 
blocked it with an objection and 
it never came up again. 

The only thing Congress passed 
of benefit to the military in gen- 
eral was a liberalization of the war 
orphans’ education law. It provides 
the education benefits for orphans 
of men who die.in actual perform- 
ance of military duty. That bill 
went to the. President. 

Congress also passed and sent 
to the President a bill to extend 
the Federal Tort Claims Act to 
members of the National Guard 
while at drill or in summer camp. 
This gives them increased protec- 
tion against property loss and some 
forms of personal injury. 

After a lot of wheel-spinning on 
the pension for Medal of Honor

RIF Pay 


Doubled 
—Almost

WASHINGTON — Reserve of- 
ficers who will be released invol- 
untarily almost—but not quite— 
got their readjustment pay bene- 
fits doubled, during the final hours 
of Congress last week. Just one day 
before adjournment the Senate 
voted to give such officers a full 
month’s basic pay for each year of 
service up to 18 years instead of 
the present half-month’s stipend. 

But the House refused to support 
the increase. Its leader on Reserve 
personnel legislation, Rep. L. 
Mendel Rivers (D., S.C.), said that 
approval of only the readjustment 
pay increase would jeopardize 
eventual approval of other separa- 
tion-type benefits found in the 
term retention contract bill. 

In doubling readjustment pay, 
the Senate stripped the House- 
passed contract bill of various 
bonuses, written contracts for all 
reservists, and other benefits and 
guarantees. Senate leaders said the 
readjustment pay increase in itself 
would make service more attractive 
to both short- and long-term re- 
servists. 

Rivers said that House endorse- 
ment of the Senate’s stripping of 
the measure would result “in a 
great disservice to ail Reserve of- 
ficers ... Such action would al- 
most certainly preclude the pos- 
sibility of the development of the 
passage of this absolutely essen- 
tial legislation during the coming 
session.” 

He then recommended that the 


House kill the Senate-approved 
measure. 
The first large group. to 


feel the impact of the stand-pat 
position, unless there is Congres- 
sional action early next year, will 
be officers who are next passed 
over for temporary major for the 
second time. Their exit date will 
be by the first day of the seventh 
month following approval of the 
promotion board report, estimated 
about 1 June, 1961. 

Twice-passed over officers who, 
on that date have 18 years service 
for officer retirement, will be re- 
tained until retirement. They have 
no readjustment pay problems in 
any event.

Civil Lines 
To Fly DOD 
Pacific Mail 


WASHINGTON—The diversion 
of ordinary military mail from 
MATS to commercial airlift was 
scheduled to begin in the Pacific 
on 1 Sept. 1960. This follows sim- 
ilar action taken in the Atlantic 
beginning in July 1960 when the 
job of transporting the ordinary 
military mail to European and Mid- 
dle East points was given to Pan 
American, TWA and Seaboard & 
Western Airlines. 


In the Pacific, the ordinary mail 
will move out of San Francisco and 
Seattle, the two “gateways” to the 
Pacific and the Orient. All-cargo 
flights of Pan American World 
Airways and Northwest Orient Air- 
lines will carry the mail under the 
new 27.3c per ton/mile rate re- 
cently approved by the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board. 

Diversion of the ordinary mail 
in the Pacific is the second step in 
the Defense Department program 
designed to aid in modernizing and 
expanding the United States com- 
mercial air cargo industry. This 
program was approved by the Pres- 
ident in his review of the Depart- 
ment of Defense report “The Role 
of Military Air Transport Service 
in Peace and War.” 

The ordinary military mail will 
be progressively phased into com- 
mercial service over a 4month 
period and will reach its peak dur- 
ing December 1960. It is estimated 
that about 4300 tons of the mail 
will move through San Francisco 
and Seattle to and from Pacific and 


is in addition to the estimated 3000 
tons per year of the higher priority 
airmail which has been moving 
commercially in the Pacific for 
about six years. 


The ordinary mail being diverted 
from military airlift to the com- 
mercial carriers consists mainly of 
the official mail of the Defense 
Department, plus a small amount 
of personal ordinary mail to mili- 
tary personnel at overseas locations 
where surface shipping is infre- 
quent. However, no mail that is 
presently carried by ships in the 
Pacific area will be diverted to air 
by this action. 
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Retired Reserve Group Hit 
By Dual Pay Limit Ruling 


WASHINGTON—The government has reaffirmed that most retired Reserve officers 
are exempt from the $10,000 dual compensation restrictions but it declares that one group 





of disability retirees are not. 


Affected adversely by last week’s 
Comptroller General ruling are Air 
Force and Army Reserve and Guard 
officers retired for disability be- 
tween 1939 and 1949, under a law 
of 3 April, 1939. The ruling means 
that any such individuals working 
for Uncle Sam will be limited to 
a total of $10,000— in retired and 
Civil Service pay. 

The order takes effect 1 No- 
vember. 

The Pentagon’s joint - service 
Military Pay and Allowance com- 
mittee earlier this summer asked 
the Comptroller for a ruling on dual 
pay for various categories of re- 
tired Reserve officers. There was 
no point in seeking reclarification 

for Regulars because they are 

banned outright from government 
employment except in a few sepcial 
cases. 

There was some fear that the 
Comptroller might rule that the 
$10,000 ceiling be applied to Title 
II retirees and to Career Compen- 
sation Act (1949) disability re- 
tirees. This was dispelled, however, 
in the decision handed down last 
week by Comptroller Joseph Camp- 
bell, which said: 

“If a Reserve officer is retired 
for physical disability or other- 
wise, and becomes entitled to re- 
tired pay by reason of service in 
a Reserve component, under statu- 
tory provisions other than the 1939 
act ... he is not subject to the 
dual compensation restrictions . 
even though his membership in the 

. Reserve or National Guard has 
terminated.” 

Status of Reserve membership 
was a key point in the committee’s 
request of the comptroller for an 
opinion. 

The comptroller’s adverse ruling 
for the 1939-1949 disability retirees

followed a Court of Claims decision 


CAMPBELL ESTABLISHED the 
1 November effective date to give 
government agencies sufficient 
time to determine “whose retired 
pay should be stopped or reduced” 
on the basis of his decision. “Over- 
payments” made before that date 
will not be questioned, he said. 

The possibility exists, of course, 
that the Comptroller‘s ruling will 
prod Congress into taking a look 
at the dual compensation laws, in- 
cluding both the 1932 act and a 
law of 1894. The latter says that 
a Regular officer—tretired for serv- 





ice—can’t hold a federal job if his 
retired pay is $2500 or more. This

House Unit Kills 
NSLI Reopening 


WASHINGTON—The House Rules committee has killed for this 
year any chances for passage of legislation which would reopen Na- 
tional Service Life Insurance (NSLI) to once-eligible World War II 
and Korea veterans who allowed their policies to lapse. 

The Veterans Administration estimates the bill would affect some 
13 million war veterans. 

The bill, as early this session by the Senate, would have 
given eligible veterans one year to reinstate any insurance benefits 
to which they were once entitled. 

The committee kayoed the NSLI reopening measure by refusing 
to clear it for House floor vote. Under House rules, all legislation must 
clear through the Rules committtee with the exception of bills brought 
to the floor on the consent calendar or under suspension of the rules. 


Hercules Becomes Mobile 


WASHINGTON—The Army announced this week that it has 
put “wheels” on its principal air defense missile—the Nike-Hercules— 











so that fast moving field armies can add the “Herc” to their arsenal of | 


mobile weapons. 

“Wheels” come in the form’ of a newly developed field installation 
kit which will allow the Hercules to be moved and fired without use 
of a concrete launching pad. The slim 33-foot long surface-to-air mis- 
sile formerly was tied down to relatively fixed positions. 

The Army’s announcement said that the new “M94 kit forges an- 
other link in the Army’s modernization chain, as it frees the electren- 
ically-guided missile from static emplacements.” 

With the kit the Hercules will give field armies a high altitude 
defense capability and will supplement the Hawk low level surface- 
to-air killer. Hercules is a supersonic guided missile with a range 
greater than 75 miles and an altitude over 150,000 feet. It can carry 
either a conventional or nuclear warhead. 

The Hercules system was designed to protect industrial areas, 
population centers and defense installations against surface-to-air mis- 
siles and high performance aircraft. 

The new kit consists of three major assemblies. a blast deflector 
and its tie-downs, hydraulic jacks and outriggers, and a removable 
undercarriage for tramsporting the launcher. The Hercules radar 
and control vans were originally procured on mobile mounts, but the 
launchers were not. 

Douglas Aircraft Co. is producing the M94 kit for the Army. 


Engineers Test New Searchlight 


WASHINGTON—A new type of searchlight which is brighter 
and has a broader beam is undergoing tests at the Engineer Research 
and Development Laboratories at Fort Belvoir. The new unit uses 
a low voltage, high pressure xenon light source. The use of xenon as 
as source is not new, but the Army believes that this is the first time 
a multi-cathode xenon unit has been built. 

Xenon is a heavy, colorless, inert gas which provides light 100 
times brighter than a tungsten lamp. It is also much richer in ultra- 
violet and infrared radiation. 

When mounted in a searchlight with an auxiliary reflector, the 
three-in-line arcs appear as six-in-line arcs. providing a higher candle 
power and a wider beam. 

With a single switch, the power can be shifted to the central arc 
for greater brightness and more concentration. The experimental unit 
now being tested at Fort Belvoir was built by the Duro-Test Corpora- 
tion, North Bergen, N.J. 


Service Museum Studied 


WASHINGTON—A bill has been introduced in the Senate to 
continue the study of a proposed museum of the armed forces. 

A committee to study the project was set up a year and a half ago 
by the President. Two members of the committee are Sen. Leverett 
Saltonstall (R., Mass.) and Sen. Clinton P. Anderson (D., N.M.) They

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Air Force Soon to Fire 
‘Minuteman’ From Trains 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah—The 
Air Force, taking to the ground, 
is planning soon to test fire its 
latest ICBM—the 15,000-mile-an- 
hour, 6300-mile range Minuteman 
—from moving railroad trains, 
both from Cape Canaveral, Fla., 
and Vandenberg AFB, Calif. 

Later, it plans to put five of the 
solid-propellant missiles aboard a 
2l-car train and have several of 
these trains criss-crossing the 
country in checkerboard fashion so 
that a potential enemy cannot 
knock them all out at once. It also 
plans to have these missiles set 
in deep silos in the ground so that 
the retaliatory power of this coun- 
try cannot be destroyed in case 
of a nuclear Pearl Harbor. 

That was the word given out 
late last week when newspaper 
reporters, for the first time, were 
allowed to tour the plant of the 
Utah division of: the Thiokol 
Chemical Corporation where the 
engines of the three-stage missile 
and the solid-fuel propellant. are 
being manufactured. 

The newsmen were invited to 
watch a static firing of the first 
stage engine. They arrived at the 
Thiokol proving grounds in the 
desert after a two hour bus ride 
from this city. There then was 
only five minutes left in the count- 
down. From a high ridge in a 
mountain hogback, there was a 
panoramic view of the desert floor 
and the pit where the first stage 
engine was installed. 

The countdown went on until 
only seconds were left. Four sec- 
onds, three—two—one—. But the 
engine didn’t fire. Reporters 
missed a fiery show. Later, it was 
explained that there had been a 
malfunction in the electrical sys- 
tem. Still later, it was announced 
by Thiokol that the malfunction 
had been corrected within five 
hours and the engine fired success- 
fully. But by that time the re- 
porters were back in Salt Lake 
City. : 

“The Minuteman is the first 
U. S. ICBM which will require no 
major modifications of equipment 
or engineering concepts before the 
first test vehicle is launched from 
Cape Canaveral,” Col. Samuel C. 
Phillips, Minuteman program di- 
rector for the ARDC, said. 

What the AF said was “the 
highly” successful. first phase of 
the Minuteman program ended in 
late spring when the eighth and 
final full-scale model of the ICBM 
was launched from its silo at Ed- 
wards AFB, Calif. Originally, 18 
launches were scheduled but the 
AF was able to cancel the remain- 
ing 10 shots, By shortening the 





program, six months of develop-, 

ment and approximately $10-mil- 

lion were saved.

THE ICBM IS NOW in produc- 
tion stage. How much ‘the produc- 
tion will cost, how many missiles 
will be manufactured was not re- 
vealed because of security rea- 
sons. 

Col. Simpson, however, said that 
the Minuteman represented a ma- 
jor economic breakthrough, be- 
cause it is comparatively cheap to 
produce as compared to the Atlas 
and the Titan. This is because it 
is a solid-propellant and it does 
not have to have expensive liquid 
fueling machines along with it. 





Six Command 
Post Changes 
Are Announced 


WASHINGTON—Appointment of 
Gen. Clyde D. Eddleman to. suc- 
ceed Gen. George H. Decker as 
Vice Chief of Staff of the Army 
this fall and five other major com- 
mand changes were announced this 
week. 

Eddleman currently is Command- 
er-in-Chief U.S. Army Europe, with 
headquarters at Heidelberg, Ger- 
many. He is expected to take over 
as Vice Chief when Decker becomes 
Chief of Staff on 1 October. Decker, 
in turn, succeeds Gen. Lyman L. 
Lemnitzer, who becomes Chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs. 

In addition, the White House 
named Gen. Bruce C. Clarke, CG 
of Continental Army Command, to 
take Eddleman’s command. 

Gen. Lauris Norstad, Supreme 
Allied Commander, Europe has also 
designated Clarke to serve as CG, 
Central Army Group, to be effec- 
tive this fall. 

Concurrently, Secretary of the 
Army Wilber M. Brucker named 
Lt. Gen. Herbert B. Powell, CG of 
Third Army at Fort McPherson, 
Ga., to succeed Clarke at CONARC. 
Powell will receive a recess ap- 
pointment to the grade of general. 

Lt. Gen. Paul A. Adams, CG of 
the V Army Corps, Germany, will 
move to McPherson to take over 
Powell’s current job, 

Receiving a recess appointment 
to the grade of lieutenant general, 
Maj. Gen. Frederic J.. Brown, CG 
of the 3d Armored Division, Ger- 
many, was named to Adams’ com- 
mand.

The scene was a prairie 
fall of 1878. 

“Pa” was a fierce red-whiskered 
farmer with a shotgun on the draw.

Looking down the barrel of the 
gun with flashing blue eyes was 
John Joseph Pershing, 18, master 
cf Prairie Mount School at $35 per 
month, 

The “shoot him, Pa!” incident, 
along with numerous heroic ex- 
periences in the historic career of 
General John J. Pershing will un- 
fold next week. 

Occasion will be the celebration 
of the Pershing Centennial which 
will mark his birth at the little 
frontier village of Laclede on 
Sept. 13. 

The 544 citizens of Laclede, the 
State of Missouri and the United 
States Army are uniting in the 
celebration which will focus na- 
tional attention on a modest frame 
dwelling. 

Shaded by maples and a lone 
Pine tree, the modest two-story 
house sits on a side-street in La- 
clede and bears the simple sign 
of “The Boyhood Home of Gen- 
eral John J, Pershing.”

“Black Jack” was all man to the members of 
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He Remembers 
A Human Being 


By FRANKLIN G. SMITH 


THE GENERAL had just watched a pair of his grizzled, bow- 
legged cavalrymen consigned to the guard house for “going 
over the river.” 

Then the case of Gonzalez vs. Palmer was called. Plaintiff 
Gonzalez had a bandage on his head. The chunky, defendant, a 
red-faced Texas kid, was scared. 

1 had seen him hit the barefooted Mexican boy with a stick 
of scrub oak. Therefore I had been called to the hearing. 

Others present were a group of silent peons, a few erect 
guards, some begrimed truck drivers and a battery of trim, 
bronzed officers. 

We all crowded into one of those half-board, half-canvas shel- 
ters known in those days as huts. Gonzalez told the court in halt- 
ing Spanish how he had been hit. 

Then young Palmer stepped up and explained that he had 
moved to the act because “This here Mex c me... and he 
didn’t think 1 could tell what he was sayin’.” There was a slight 
murmer around the tent. 

Watching the proceedings with keen intensity was the Gen- 


-eral.. After the two contestants had finished their stories, he called = 
them over before him. And as near as I can recall, he said to the = 


young Texan. 

“Son, you evidently don’t know why we are down here. While 
we are here with an army, our purpose is not to punish, but to be- 
friend these people. 

“You were wrong in striking this Mexican boy, and should 
be punished, but under the circumstances, you are going to be 
released. I suggest that you two shake hands and go about your 
business.” 

We all dispersed and that was the last and only time that 
I ever came in contact with one of America’s greatest military 
leaders — General John J. Pershing. 

The little drama we have sketched here took place in desolate, 
dusty Mormon village in the little Casa Grandes River in the 
Mexican State of Chihuahua in the summer of 1916. 

* - + 


THE NAME of the village was Colonia Dublan. And it was 
serving as Field Headquarters for the American Punitive Expe- 
dition of some 10,000 troops under the command of Brig. Gen. 
Pershing. 

How we came to be in Colonia Dublan at this particular time 
is a rather interesting, certainly something of a historical chapter 
in two-centuries of American arms. 


While our mission, as General Pershing explained to the bel- : 


ligerent Texan, was to make frie.ds with the Mexican people, we 
also had the job of catching the wiley bandit-rebel guerilla Pancho 
Villa. 

We joined the chase for Pancho as a fuzzy-faced youth from 
the West Virginia hills in June of 1916. This was three months 
after he had lead a band of 500 shouting, shooting brigands in 
his bloody raid on the slumbering little cattle town of Columbus, 
N. M. 

Guardians of Columbus was the 13th U.S. Cavalry. But the 
“Viva Villa” howling raiders had taken them by surprise. The 
sleeping troops rallied, however, and routed the bandits over the 
border. 

The charge wiped out about a third of Villa’s forces. In- 
cinerating men and horses were still smouldering when we arrived 
in Columbus. : 

And coyotes and buzzards were still feasting on humzn and 
animal carcases when we joined Truek Train No. 57 for her 
maiden trip over the Chihuahua trail. 

Now, Truck Train No. 57 is our part of the Pershing story. 
Villa had left, not only Columbus, but our border army and Amer- 
ican-Mexican diplomatic relations in a veritable mess. 


Pershing, as second in command of the Southern forces, was = 


dispatched by President Wilson to capture the fleeing regiment of 
the enemy. A hastily mobilized “punitive expedition” of around 
10,000 troops was formed and sent into Mexico.

Disarmament Talks Overlook 
CBR Weapons, Senators Say 


WASHINGTON — Despite the increasing capability of chemical and biological agents, 
these weapons have been almost forgotten in disarmament discussions, a study released 
this week by a Senate subcommittee reveals. 





The study, prepared by the Sen- | 
ate Subcommittee on Disarmament, 
says that there has been little dis- 
cussion on the reduction and con- 
trol of chemical, bacteriological 
and radiological weapons (CBR), 
in disarmament talks since the end 
of World War II. : 

At the first meeting of the UN 
Disarmament .Commission in Feb- 
ruary 1952, bacteriological warfare 
was included in the group’s work 
program. But no detailed discus- 
sion or negotiation took place. 

The same situation prevailed in 
subsequent UN talks in 1953, ’55, 
56 and ’57. 

In disarmament negotiations 
undertaken by a 10-nation commit- 
tee—five western and five Red na- 
tions—CBR weapon proposals were 
mentioned by both sides. Nonethe- | 
less, there were no detailed discus- 
sions in the three-month meeting. 


The subcommittee notes that the 
Soviet Union has strengthened its 
potential to wage chemical war- 
fare since World War II.

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Sentry Dogs Aid Study of Arthritis in Children 


WASHINGTON—Many sentry dogs, while pees 


our missile sites, are contributing to the study o 


development in children. 


The dogs are also credited with 
reducing pilferage at overseas 
bases to an occasional incident. 

A condition in the dogs, known 
as hip dysplasia, produces similar 
characteristics as are found in 
arthritic formations in children. 
The dogs continue their sentry 
duty and stress on the joints ob- 
served exclusively through the use 
of periodic X-rays.

The X-rays, taken at the dogs’ 
base of duty, are sent to the Armed 
Forces Institute of Pathology in 
Washington, along with reports on 
the dogs’ work and _ condition. 
While no cure is known and no 
corrective measures are taken, the 
studies are also being used by the 
National Institute of Health to seek 
a cure for arthritic diseases in chil- 





dren, which have similar char- 
acteristics. 

Dogs with extreme joint mal- 
formation are not purchased by the 
Armed Forces. But many of the 
dogs fall in a twilight zone which 
does not prevent their use on 
sentry duty. Beside the X-rays a 
dog’s condition is watched for 
changes in its walk, which may 
indicate growing gait defect. 


THE DOGS are procured by the 
Army and trained at Lackland 





AFB, Tex. The Army usually pays 
between $100 and $150 for the 
dogs, although many are donated 
to the service. In the latter cases 
a contract price of $1 is paid to 
the seller. 

Dogs purchased in the States are 
trained at Lackland. Following 
their training they are used at ZI 
bases such as SAC, TAC and ADC 
bases. . 

In Europe most dogs are bought 
in Germany and are trained in 
Wiesbaden. They are used at 





weapons storage sites, combat 
strike force bases, missile sites, 
supply points and food storage 
bases in Europe and North Africa. 
In England RAF trained dogs are 
used at American bases. 

In Japan the locally purchased 
dogs are trained at Showa AFS. 
They are used at bases throughout 
the Pacific area.

Newest Lightweight Truck 
Passes 10,000-Mile Test 


DETROIT — The revolutionary 
Chrysler-built XM-410—theArmy’s 
lightweight, floatable 242-ton cargo 
truck — has successfully completed 
a grueling 10,000-mile reliability 
run across the western half of the 
United States with little more than 
service station maintenance, a 
Chrysler Corporation official said 
last week. 

Robert L. Biggers, company di- 
rector of government and military 
vehicle sales, said the 8x8 truck 
required only one non-<scheduled 
stop and four quarts of added oil 
along the 22-state route which cov- 
ered a multitude of roads, altitudes 
and temperatures — from the 120 
degree heat of Death Valley, Calif. 
to the 11,000 feet mountain passes 
of Colorado, 

In addition, Biggers said, sched- 
uled stops were made in Los Ange- 
les after each of the first two 3000- 
mile legs of the journey to perform 


the prescribed military 3000-mile 
preventive maintenance and lubri- 
cation. 


“The daily maintenance record 
which our test drivers kept en 
route shows that the vehicle per- 
formed above our highest expecta- 
tions,” he said. “This reliability 
run was conceived by Chrysler De- 
fense Engineering as another means 
of proving the XM-410 in addition 
to the series of tests which this 
truck and its sister vehicles have 
been undergoing with the Army.” 

To date, seven models of the 
XM-410 have been designed and de- 
veloped by Chrysler for the Ord- 
nance Tank Automotive Command. 
All have been undergoing suitabil- 
ity testing for nearly a year at vari- 
ous military sites in the United 
States and Alaska.

ONE OF THE TRUCKS has been 
air-dropped 1500 feet by parachute 
repeatedly; another model has ac- 
cumulated thousands of miles of 
cross country travel over Alaska’s

Biggers said when the aluminum, 
light-weight truck was first intro- 
duced by the Army and Chrysler 
Corporation nearly two years ago, 
it was evident that its revolutionary 
features represented a great step 
forward in military transportation.

Each Generation 
Must Pay 


IFTEEN YEARS AGO this month a 

U.S. Navy warship—one of the thou- 
sands which had helped defeat three ag- 
gressive dictatorships—became a symbol 
of Americana ranking with the proud 
names of the USS Maine, USS Monitor, 
USS Constitution and CSS Virginia. 


However, this ship won her place in 
history through a peaceful event, not with 
violence as the others. 

The ship was the battleship Missouri 
and on Sept. 2, 1945, the eyes of the world 
were on her starboard deck. On the wood 
planking there Mamoru Shigemitsu, For- 
eign Minister of Japan, stepped forward 
that morning to affix his signature to the 
instrument of surrender ending the Sec- 
ond World War. 


Less than a month before; atom bombs 
had all but obliterated two cities in Japan. 
Many of the Allied and Japanese officers 
assembled on the Missouri that morning 
doubtlessly harbored thoughts that the 
atomic bomb may well have made the con- 
flict just concluded the “war to end all 
wars.” 

In no other conflict in the history of 
the world had so many human beings 
been involved in a struggle. In no other 
war had so many humans bled to death or 
been blown to death. No other war had cost 
so much of everything. 


Truly, if there was ever to be a “war 
to end all wars,” the one just ended by the 
ceremony on the Missouri was it, 

But wars continued. Now between na- 
tions at “peace” with each other. Wars 
that killed persons just as savagely as 
World War II, but wars which were 
“limited.” 

“Limited” in Indochina to the French 
and communist-inspired Soviet-armed na- 
tives, “limited” on Cyprus to Britain and 
nationalists, “limited” in the Middle East 
to Israelis and Arabs firing communist- 
bloc-made guns, “limited” in Korea to U.S. 
and our allies and North Koreans and 
Chinese, “limited” in North Africa to 
French, “limited” in—but the list goes on 
and on. 

The atom and hydrogen bombs have 
not stopped war. The multi-jet Air Force 
bombers poised on runways around the 
world have not stopped war. Our “stream- 
lined” Army and our jet-age Navy have 
not stopped war. 

Perhaps they have “limited” the num- 
ber dead in any one conflict, but the con- 
flicts continue and the dead die just as 
painfully. 

The “war to end all wars” didn’t end 
war and the document signed on the 
weather deck of the Missouri 15 years ago 
didn’t end war. 

Because human beings value freedom, 
liberty, equality above freedom from death 
and suffering, and an inexorable fate 
presents the expensive bill for freedom, 
liberty and equality again and again and 
again, generation after generation after 
generation.

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Shortage Is No Surprise

It appears from the article that many 
MAAGs, schools, universities and TOE 
units are “ * * * hurting for officers of 
* * * higher than normal field grade.” It 
also states that 248 schools and univer- 
sities participating in ROTC programs 
with a total enrollment of 155,000, provide 
together with other programs, ‘a ready 
source of young officers.’ 

Reason for the shortage is attributed to 
the 40% reduction from full strength 
spaces which the Army was forced to 
make to stay within the officer strength 
ceilings. 

Implicit within these-facts is the revela- 
tion which has taken seven years to catch 
up with us ... and one which is no sur- 
prise to the majority of personnel of the 
military establishment. It is no secret, 
nor is it ‘Monday morning quarterbacking’ 
that the officer-reduction-in-force program 
was recognized as a mistake at the outset 
of field commanders and personnel spe- 
cialists. Even then it was apparent that a 
choice had been made—to settle for youth 
in the person of the junior officer procure- 
ment program. 

Since then we have seen the spectacle 
of a complete abrogation of official DA 
policy — newly commissioned junior of- 
ficers, assigned and serving under second 
lieutenant company commanders, being 
denied the unalienable right to instruction 
under competent and experienced tute- 
lage; newly promoted first lieutenants as- 
suming the privileges and responsibilities 
of that grade while unaware of its battle- 
field implications; new and contemporary 
captains being continuously employed in 
staff and technical assignments (due to

invites analysis because of its many impli- 


the lack of field-grade officers) while com- 
mand assignments at company level were 
in the hands of junior officers. 

This latter situation is probably the 
most pregnant with meaning for, on 
examination, it shows that the short-tour 
men and draftees of the last four years 
served their time under these circum- 
stances. 

The reduction in force in ’56 and ’57 af- 
fected many of the branches which were 
already operating from a shortage posi- 
tion. Thoughtful people at that time ask- 
ed the question “Why does not each 
branch chief utilize the provision of regu- 
lations which allows the Secretary of the 
Army to authorize the retention on active 
duty of officers whose specialty is needed 
(shortage)?” 

Had the branch chiefs taken action on 
this, many superior officers released only 
on age provisions some three to six years 
in advance of age 55 would have been 
available and serving during the years 
1956 thru 1964. 

As those who were there know, Korea 
was fought shorthandedly. Companies 
(battalions almost) were commanded by 
second lieutenants. While it must be 
stated that many junior officers are turn- 
ing in superior performances of duty, it 
is and always will be true that in the 
handling of men there is NO substitute 
for experience! 

Heaven forbid that we should borrow 
trouble and, for instance, start learning 
Congolese but, with a plentitude of junior 
officers and an acknowledged shortage of 
senior officers . . . doesn’t the situation 
seem familiar?

How to Increase 
NCO Prestige

— is a growing practice, which I have helped foster 
but which I hereby foreswear, of referring to enlisted 
soldiers by their pay grade and not their rank. This is 
particularly true for specialists. 

This practice is understandable. When one speaks of promotions, 
it is easier to say that the Army has authorized 900 promotions to 
E-6 than it is to say that the Army has authorized 900 appointments 
to staff sergeant and specialist sixth class. And since it seems to 
be impossible to control promotions by specialist and noncommis- 
sioned officer rank as well as by pay grade, the Army officially 
continues this system. 

There remains, of course, considerable distaste for the grade 
title of “specialist.” Many, many soldiers prefer'to refer to them- 
selves as “E-5s,” “E-6s” and so forth, instead of as specialist fifth 
class (Sp5) or specialist sixth class (Sp6). There is more “status” 
in identifying oneself by the amount of pay one receives than by 
admitting that as a specialist one is liable for fatigue details. 

The fact that specialists are admitted as members of NCO clubs, 
that between services they rank with NCOs in the same pay grade, 
that NCO clubs now admit six of the nine enlisted pay grades to 
membership to some extent (excepting Sp4s and Sp5s in some in- 
stances), all these have cheapened the status of noncommissioned 
officers. 

* - 

THIS CHEAPENING of NCO prestige is not a new subject, of 
course. One of the primary reasons for the NCO-Specialist program 
was to distinguish between the technician and the leader, since it 
was assumed than an NCO was a leader and should be so identified 
to help him establish his authority and prestige. 

Restoration of prestige to the Army’s NCO corps is, I think, an 
admirable objective. But it is entirely possible to go too far in this 
direction. 

Consider: 

Of the nine pay grades in the Army, six of them include NCOs. 
Worse than this, the majority of the Army’s enlisted strength is 
contained in two of these pay grades—E-5 and E-4. 

Going back 25 years, it is easy to remember the status of buck- 
sergeant. Because of this the buck sergeant stripe has been revived. 
Its return to the Army caused all kinds of howls, threatening a major 
morale catastrophe. 

Many Army officials today expect the modern buck sergeant 
to gain the same prestige as that of the buck sergeant of 1935. 
It will never happen. 

For the buck sergeant of 1935 was the platoon sergeant. In any 
company, there were only. three or four buck sergeants. The first 
sergeant in those days wore only one rocker. The technical sergeant 
and master sergeant were as rare as the field grade officer and the 
general on the battalion size posts that the Army most frequently 
occupied in the 1930s. 

“ ~ . 

TODAY’S buck sergeant is an assistant squad leader or a fire 
team chief. Platoon sergeants are sergeants first class (new grade 
structure). 

The platoon sergeant of 1935 with his-three stripes was a tough, 
experienced soldier who had had to work hard for his stripes and 
was proud of them. He worked to keep them and to gain the experi- 
ence that might one day qualify him to have his own company and 
even, eventually, to become a sergeant major, ranking in prestige 
with the regimental commander. 

Three stripes are comparatively too easy to come by today for 
the “new” buck sergeant ever to attain the prestige of the buck 
sergeant of 25 years ago. 

The top-three graders of the ’30s are in all ways comparable to 
the top three graders of today—if you start at the top and count 
down from sergeant major to first (master) sergeant to sergeant 
first class. 

But you can’t compare the grades of today, from the bottom 
up, with those of 25 years ago. 
* * 

TAKING another look, it appears that the grade of corporal 
is superfluous. There were five NCO grades. Today there are six.

Americans are being rooked by some 
of. our most respectable businessmen. We 
are being short weighted, mispriced, se- 
duced by misleading labels, misled by 
clever packaging and fooled by smaller 
sizes selling at bigger prices. 


A well-known brand of facial tissue, for ex- 
ample, has trimmed a quarter inch off its product 
without telling anybody, even though American 
noses have remained the same size. Multiply the 
quarter-inch by the number of tissues in a box, 
multiply this by the number of boxes in a carton, 
times the hundreds of thousands of cartons, and 
sc  Beeearee have found a real easy batch of 

ucks. 


One lady recently redeemed her trading stamps 
for a one and three-quarter quart saucepan, man- 
ufactured by one of America’s most reputable 
factories. The saucepan held exactly one quart of 
water. Another lady spent several days trying to 
find a 50-foot clothesline that really measured 
50 feet. The best she could do was to come within 
eight inches of getting the amount of clothesline 
she was paying for.

THEN there are cigarettes. Most Americans 

probably aren’t aware that cigarettes in flip-top 





boxes are as much as one-quarter inch shorter 
than the same brand of cigarettes in the soft pack. 
This might not seem like much to the unwary 
smoker, but multiply that quarter inch by the 20 
cigarettes in one pack, and the result is that the 
smoker loses five cigarette-inches per pack. This 
comes to 50 cigarette-inches per carton—the equi- 
valent of 18 cigarettes—a substantial loss by any 
reckoning. 

I ran some tests this week to see exactly how 
much smoking pleasure is lost by those who buy 
flip-top boxes. 1 checked our art and advertising 
departments, our society editor and a couple of 
similarly odd types to learn how long it takes to 
smoke a quarter inch of cigarette. The average 
smoker apparently smokes about two inches of 
cigarette in eight minutes, or about a quarter inch 
per minute. This means that the flip-top box buyer 
loses 20 minutes of smoking pleasure per pack, or 
more than three hours of pleasure per carton. 

I, personally, don’t mind, because I quit smok- 
ing years ago. But I feel so sorry for all my 
smoking friends and colleagues. 

I presume that the cigarette makers trim the 
product in the flip-top boxes in order to pay for 
the boxes. But what excuse do they offer at the 
nationally-known meat packing plant where they 
stick a couple of layers of solid fat under the

General von Horn 
Loses His Temper

HE REACTION of Major General Carl Carlsson von 
Horn, the Swedish commander of the U.N. forces 
in the Congo, to the brutal assault on American airmen 


and signalmen by Congolese 
soldiers and police, may well be 
significant indeed. 

News dispatches from Leo- 
poldville, where the injured men 
were flown for hospitalization, 
report the general as buckling 
on his pistol and personally 
leading two companies of troops, 
one from Ghana and one from 


the Sudan, to the Leopoldville 
airport. 

As the plane carrying the 
wounded rolled to a stop, Von 
Horn ordered his men to sur- 
round it. 


“I was so mad,” he is re- 
ported as saying, “that I'd 
promised to fire the first shot 
myself if there’d been any in- 
terference.” 

~ ” ~ 

PRESUMABLY the _ general 
had made both his anger and his 
resolve known to the Congolese 
government, There was, in con- 
sequence, no interference. It is 
just as well for the Congolese 
“army” that there was none, 
since both Ghanaian and Sudan- 
ese troops are tough, well- 
trained and disciplined soldiers. 


But, it may be asked, how long 
can these incredible brutalities 
—some of the airmen were 
nearly beaten. to death—be ex- 
pected to continue? General von 
Horn may be expected to make 
the strongest kind of represen- 
tations to his civilian U.N. 
superiors, as another General 
on U.N. duty, British Major 
General H. L. Alexander whe is 
on loan to the Ghana govern- 
ment, did just the other day. 

Unless the U.N. forces are to 
be given wider latitude in the 
use of their weapons both for 
self-protection and to protect 
other U.N. personnel from vio- 
lence, it is hard to see how 
the U.N. “presence” in the Con- 
go can continue. 

The beating of the airmen, 
which occurred at Stanleyville, 
deep in the interior of the 
country, is said to have been 
caused by rumors—credited to

those who make up the Congo- 
lese army and police forces— 
that the aircraft was carrying 
a load of “Belgian spies”. 
Africa is, of course, a land 
where rumors seem to generate 
themselves; yet one wonders 
just who started this particular 
rumor, and for what purpose? 
Is the hidden purpose of this, 
and other obviously inspired 
attacks on U.N. personnel, to 
get rid of the U.N. “presence”? 
Mr. Lumumba is said to 
cherish this desire. Perhaps he 
prefers some other “presence” 
—one which the Kremlin might 
be happy to provide if invited. 


The fact remains that officers 
and men faithfully serving the 
United Nations have been sav- 
agely beaten by the servants of 
tae Congolese government, and 
no one has been punished or 
seems likely to be punished for 
the deed. 


Perhaps it might have been 
better if the Ethiopian platoon 
who rescued three of the air- 
men at rifle-point had been com- 
pelled to fire. Perhaps it might 
have been better if General von 
Horn and his two companies 
had encountered “interference” 
and dealt with it drastically. 

« * > 

SOMEHOW Mr. Lumumba 
must be taught that such acts as 
the horrible brutality at Stanley- 
ville can entail consequences of 
a more unpleasant character than 
another note of protest from Mr. 
Hammarskjold or Mr. Bunche. 
There are enough good U.N. 
troops in the Congo to disarm 
Lumumba’s troops and police 
and bring every key center in 
the Congo under complete con- 
trol in three or four days, 

It is quite true that the U.N. 
isn’t suposed to do such things 
within the territory of a sover- 
eign state; but can Mr. Lumum- 
ba’s one-man show really be so 
described? 

What is now at stake in the 
Congo may be nothing less than 
the future of the African con- 
tinent, 
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The two lowest grades in today’s Army are merely apprentice grades, 
and the number of men who remain as privates (E-2) for more than 
a few months is so few that it makes little sense to consider today’s 
Army in terms of enlisted grades below that of PFC. 


Fact is that the grade of PFC means nothing. It might just as 
well be private. And Sp4 might just as well be PFC, in the old 
terminology. By dropping the grade of corporal, in spite of the tra- 
dition that is attached to it, rating the few corporal spots to the grade 
of buck sergeant and recognizing that today’s buck sergeant occupies 
the place in the prestige scale that the corporal used to, a beginning 
could be made toward being realistic about the Army’s NCO corps 
and the prestige that should attach to each NCO grade. 


_ The Army, through its Air Corps and the desire to give pay 
raises to its more technically qualified members, which it did by 
promoting them, began the process of cheapening enlisted grades. 
In order to compete with the Air Force, the Army and.the Navy 
have had to keep up with the inflated grade structure. To some ex- 
tent the Marines have resisted this, but not entirely. 


Simply because the Army was unrealistic once doesn’t mean that 
it must be again, Today’s corporal and buck sergeant aren't the men 
that the corporals and buck sergeants of 25 years ago were. And it is 
no insult to say so. They will be, when théy make staff sergéant and 
sergeant first class. 

Let’s restore prestige to the NCO corps. Buf let’s recognize what 
we mean when we refer to it—that is, the top five graders and not 
60 percent of the enlisted Army.

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Army Explains Why: 





Some Officers Under Check 
May Miss Promotion Lists 


WASHINGTON — The Army this week defended its policy of not announcing the 


names of officers selected for temporary promotion from 


the seco 


zone if they still 


are undergoing security checks or are under investigation for some other reason. 


The question arose after eight 
majors whose names were not on 
the list of temporary promotions 
to lieutenant colonels in Circular 
624-47 dated 9 March 1959 were 
found to have been promoted to a 
higher grade. 

In effect denying that there is 
any favoritism in its officer selec- 
tion system, the Army, queried 
about the situation, said through 
a spokesman: 

*All officers in a primary 
zone of consideration are given a 
routine security check. 

“In view, however, of the 
secondary zone and the fact that 
so few officers from it can be 
chosen, the security checks of the 
outstanding selections cannot be 
initiated until the adjournment of 
the selection board. Such checks 
take varying amounts of time 
depending upon the individuals 
concerned. 

“It is the desire of the Army 
to publish recommended lists as 
soon as possible after approval 
by the President. The fact that 
the security clearances for a very 
small number of officers have not 
yet been completed should not be 
grounds for holding up publica- 
tion of the entire list. 

“Further, it would not be sound 
to publish a new circular for each 
officer as his clearance is com- 
pleted. It has been pointed out 
that no officers are promoted who 
have not been selected by a duly 
constituted promotion selection 
*board.” 

* 1” 

THE ARMY HOLDS that it is 
better to withhold the names from 
a list than to publish doubtful 
names and then have to take them 
off the list. The latter would be 
personally embarrassing to an of- 
ficer, it was pointed out. And the 
Army thinks it is better not to 
make publication even though an 
officer may not know for weeks 
or months that he has _ been 
selected for promotion. 

The Air Force, Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps say they never withhold 
the names of officer selection by 
promotion boards. The Navy goes 
a step further and announces the 
names of its officers who sit on 
selection boards. The Air Force 
also said that its officers selected 
for promotion are not given any 
special security check. 

The Army, it was recalled, was 
heavily criticized in some quarters 
for allegedly failing to make a 
security check in the celebrated 
Peress case in 1954. The Peress 
case started the fight between the 
Army and the late Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy. 

” . a” 

SOME SECURITY CHECKS may 
take months, particularly if an of- 
ficer in a secondary zone happened 
to marry a foreign national who 
might have relatives behind the 
Iron Curtain. Again, it was pointed 
out, an officer at the time of the 
check may be involved in a eivil- 
ian criminal charge. If the latter 
happened, his name would be with- 
held and then put in proper 
sequence on a promotion list if he 
is completely exonerated. 

“If a quick check shows an of- 
ficer from the secondary zone is 
suspect for some reason, security 
or otherwise, then the flag goes 


up and his name is not put on the | 907 


list,” an official explained. “If 
nothing is found to be wrong in a 
subsequent and more thorough 
check, then the flag goes down 
and the officer is promoted even 








if his name didn’t appear on the 
list.” 

The Army refused to elaborate 
on the case of the eight majors. 
And it was said that a few names 
may be withheld from future pro- 
motion lists if the necessity arises. 

The case comes at a time when 
a board headed by Army Gen. 
Charles L. Bolte (Ret.) is meet- 
ing to consider revision of the Of- 


policies of the services more in 
line. 
If the other services do not 
withhold any names from its selec- 
tion lists, the Army may find it- 
self in the position of having to 





accept the same policy.

162, a drop of three from this 
month, so the Army is slowly but 
|surely hacking away at its over- 
ages and this means brighter pro- 
| motion prospects for career men. 
| This is particularly true when it 
|is recalled that in the next two 
| years there will be an increasingly 
|large number of EM retirements 
in the grade E-6 on up through the 
supergrades. 

Technically, it is incorrect to 
|report that the MOSs frozen in 
grades E-9 and E-8 are over- 
|strength. What is happening is 
that those grades are reaching so- 
called “authorized levels” and the 
Army is shutting off temporary 
promotions in them before they 
can become overage. 

And despite the small number of 
promotions for October there was 
evidence that the Army is begin- 
ning to wring out the overstrengths 
in grades E-7 and E-6 where the 
promotion squeeze had -been the 
tighest for many months, 

The 10 MOS’s taken out of the 
frozen status in E-7 were: 073 
(recreation specialist), 141 (light 
and medium field artillery crew- 
men), 421 (small arms repairman), 
722 (cryptographer), 731 (audit 
specialist), 772 (engineer parts 
specialists), 843 (photo laboratory 
specialists), 935 (X-ray specialist), 
965 (interpreter) and 971 (military 
intelligence specialist). MOSs 421 
and 965 were in the deep freeze 
only one month. 

The four declared overstrength 
in E-7 for October were 436 (nu- 
clear weapons assembler), 546 
(laundry, bath and impregnation 
specialist), 562 (harbor craft 
boatswain), and 713 (legal clerk). 

There was no forecast on how 
many temporary promotions for 
EM would open up for November. 
In March of this year there were 
only 8145 such promotions, the 
lowest for the calendar year and 
Army officials predicted with tones 
of confidence that things in the 
future will get better instead of 
worse, 
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magazine has the latest infor- 
mation on weapons of all types, 
civilian or military, long before 
any other magazine, FM, or TM 
is in the hands of the troops 
or civilian reader. The other 
benefits of the NRA are too 
numerous to mention, 


The statement that the old 
service pistol is “making a mis- 
erable sort of target arm” is en- 
tirely false!! With $25 to $30 
more, this pistol can be made 
as accurate as.the best civilian 
model which sells for around 
$125. 

Another answer for this ques- 
tion “why does the soldier have 
to join the NRA to buy his own 
weapon?” The soldier_does not 
have to join to buy any military 
weapon. They are availalbe any 
where on the civilian market, 
but again, dollar-wise, compare 
the price. 

Further the statement “but 
then as now most of them didn’t 
give a hoot about poking holes 
in unresponsive paper targets”, 
my comment is I would hate to 
be in a position with men shoot- 
ing at responsive targets who 
have never shot at unresponsive 
paper targets, the “hoot” would 
be too late then. 

Also the statement: “we do 
not need enesSuragement to get 
our target. practice.” May I ask 
why the Army issues to company 
size units .22 cal rifles and pis- 
tols plus ammo? Also why Le 
Clerc, Camp Perry and numer- 
ous Little Camp Perry matches? 
Not to mention the cost of the 
national match ammo bought 
each year. I feel that practice 
can not be encouraged enough, 
civilian or military. 

Now to Springfield ’03, which 
was mentioned as the most ac- 
curate, strongest, dependable, 
and best in the world, and “this 
line was swallowed by the 
American shooting man hook 
and line.” I am sure that very 
few gagged on it, and looking 
at a few other countries, they 
must have had a good bite of it 
when designing their firearms. 
I own two of these purchased 
through the NRA and are con- 
verted into sporters at a small 
cost. No doubt I took a good 
bite too. 

My final comment on “the 
battle weary old .45 at 17 fish 
and only bolt action rifle” is, 
they will still be working when 
my son’s son’s are not.

She Says Housing 
Needs Improvement 


FORT EUSTIS, Va.: After 
reading a letter from a soldier’s 
wife stationed at Fort Benning, 
Ga., I would like her to know 
she isn’t alone, although it’s a 
hopeless cause. 

At Fort Eustis we have our 
Benning Park, only it’s called 
Wherry Housing here. The Cape- 
hart units are restricted to ser- 
geants (E5), they are for offi- 
cers and sergeants of the first 
two grades. But that does not 
stop them from putting master 
sergeants and sergeant first class 
in Wherry, causing a longer wait 
to get quarters for Sergeants 
(E5). 

They allow fences to be built 
in back of the Capehart units, 
but not for Wherry. When we 
ask why, all we get is, it don’t 
look nice, But they look nice be- 
hind the quarters occupied by 
officers and sergeants of the 
first two grades, We love our 
children as much as the resi- 





dents of the Capehart units, But 
we can’t put up a fence to pro- 
tect them. Try and explain to 
a two or three-year-old that he 
isn’t to go in the street. We can’t 
get our housework done by 
watching our children 24 hours a 
day. 

Believe me, if we could af- 
ford the rent on the economy 
we would not be living on post, 
if I had anything to say about 
it. Fort Eustis is getting more 
Capehart units for the officers, 
and the first two grades. What 
they should do is try and fix 
up what they have. 

Washington is always looking 
for reasons to form committees, 
Well let them form a committee 
to check on the housing on some 
of the Army posts.

Reader Offers a Way 
To Speed Promotions 


DAYTON, Ohio: I would like 
to add my idea towards reducing 
the “stagnant enlisted promo- 
tion situation”. Along with the 
RIF ideas expressed by Sgt. A. 
B. Cresine (Army Times 24 Aug. 
60), these two lines of thought 
working together could very 
easily make way for the young 
career soldiers to reach a higher 
pay grade sooner, therefore in- 
creasing reenlistments and pro- 
viding faster promotions for 
those qualified and eligible. 

My thought—all enlisted per- 
sonnel] with more than 18 years 
service and less than 20 years 
service who are affected by the 
promotion freeze, and who are 
by intent going to retire at 20 
years anyway, be given upon ap- 
plication retirement based upon 
the 20 year retirement benefits. 

This would help “unfreeze” a 
provoking situation, would cost 
the government less (saving in 
payroll funds the full pay and 
allowances for the like period), 
and would enhance the retire- 
ment situation of many men with 
18 years longevity and who are 
also over 40. 

A suggested solution to this 
thought would be to establish a 
cut-off date as to when the 18 
years service was completed, and 
the EM would have to establish 
the fact that he was in a specific 
“frozen MOS” upon reaching 
Said cut-off date and has been 
serving in the same MOS since. 
It would seem like a waste of 
time and would serve the Army 
no practical purpose to have a 
man, after serving 18 years, pre- 
pare himself in another MOS 
field knowing he had less than 
two years to serve before retire- 
ment. (This again applies only 
to those EM in the promotion 
freeze). 

It is a program which would, 
in my opinion, benefit many 
(those on the way up the mili- 
tary ladder and those seeking a 
20 year retirement anyway) and 
at the same time the Army 
would be alleviating a problem 
and saving money too. 

A program of this nature is 
not intended as an “easy-out” 
but is intended to ease a progres- 
sively worsening situation.

Troops Learn Boating Skill on Tanana River 


FORT GREELY, Alaska — 


When spring thaws unlock 


northern Alaska’s winter ice and snow, thousands of high- 
ways are opened to wilderness country that at other sea- 
sons the Army can reach only by air. 


As soon as these highways begin 
surging from mountains and tun- 
dra plains in a wild torrent to the 
Arctic Ocean and Bering Sea, 
Army riverboats begin dodging ice 
floes. U.S. Army, Alaska, soldiers 
take ‘every advantage of the few 
months northern rivers are open 
to explore their channels and 
learn their violent moods. 

A dozen men from Army units 
throughout Alaska recently attend- 
ed the Army’s Cold Weather and 
Mountain School at Fort Greely, 








for two weeks of river training. 
Fort Greely is 100 miles south of 
Fairbanks on the Richardson 
Highway. 

At Greely they came under the 
tutelage of the school’s inland 
waterways navigation section. This 
section is headed by Maj. Howard 
H. Hood and MSgt. Joe T. Spencer. 
Chief instructor is MSgt. Cristobal 
Morales. SP4 Howard I. Logue 
handles maintenance problems. 

Some of the students had never

handled a boat of any kind before. 
SSgt. Charles F. Mitchell, from 
Philadelphia, told Spencer he had 
never been in a boat smaller than 
an ocean-going troop carrier be- 
fore. 

Spencer, who has been in charge 
of the school’s river section for 
five years, reports Mitchell and 
other students got a real shock in 
their first few minutes of river- 


boat operating. 
-* . 

STUDENTS SPEND most of their 
hours on the Tanana River 15 miles 
north ef Greely.- Originating: in 
eastern Alaska, the Tanana runs 
northwest -to - Tanana,~ Alaska, 
where it joins the Yukon River in 
its mad dash to the Bering Sea. 

The Tanana spreads out over 
hundreds of yards of gravel and 
sand bars. The -river’s silt-clouded 
water reminds one of curdled milk 
in coffee. At first look students be- 
lieve it is capable of unlimited 
boat traffic, Spencer pointed out. 

“They soon find out differently,” 
he added. “After they’ve run 
aground three or four times in 
their first few hundred yards 
they settle down to the serious 
work of learning to read river 
signs for deep and shallow water.” 

Mitchell, of the 559th Engr. Co. 
(Combat) at Ejielson Air Force 
Base near Fairbanks, says the first 
time he ran a boat onto a gravel 
bar he wanted to quit. “All of a 
sudden the motor started grinding 
and spewing up rocks. I thought it 
was plenty deep enough,” he ex- 
plains. 

After a few days Mitchell and 
the others started to steer away 
from choppy waves that glistened 
in the sun. Instead they turned 
their boats toward fast, boiling 
current where they would find 
deep water. 

It became instinct for them to 
cut the outboard motor’s throttle 
and heave forward on the lever in 
their right-hand. that lifted the 
motor out of danger when they 
ran onto shallow water, Spencer 
said. 

* « « 

BOAT OPERATORS stand at 
the rear of the riverboat. A long 
steering handle extending several 
feet forward from the motor is 
also the throttle control. 


The 30-foot, round bottomed 
riverboats are ‘powered by 35- 
horsepower outboards. The boats 
are sheathed in a layer of fiber- 
glas which prevents punctures 
from constant scraping and goug- 
ing on sand gravel bars and sunk- 
en obstacles. 

After getting the hang of big 
streams like the Tanana, students 
move into small, clear water 
streams. These are often little 
wider than the boat and come 
leaping down from the mountains 
at such speed that a fraction of a 
second hesitation ean mean trouble. 

One civilian with the Fish and 
Wildlife Service at Juneau, Alaska, 
took the course with the 12 Army 
men. He was Dale Evans, a wildlife 
biologist from Centralia, Wash. 
Evans says he is the fourth man 
from his office to take the course. 
“We kept wrecking riverboats in 
our stream studies, so they started 





sending us up here to learn how 
to run them,” he explained. 

After graduating, Army students 
return to their home units where 
they instruct others in what they 
have learned from Spencer and his 
crew. They also operate boats when 
Alaska soldiers conduct river prob- 
lems so they'll be prepared for 
this type of operation should they 
have to meet an aggressor in the 
remote north, Maj. Hood explains.

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MATS Fears Loss of Army ‘Fares’ 


WASHINGTON—The military travel pinch is getting 
tighter and the Air Force is afraid that the Army may use 
more sea transportation rather than moving servicemen 
and dependents by air on overseas transfers, it was reported 


this week. 

The Army said that no decision 
had been made on the subject but 
is on record that transportation 
policies will have to be revised be- 
cause of the cut in funds. The 
Army would not say at this time 
just what action will be taken. 

MATS is worried. Congress has 
ordered a 10 percent cut in mili- 
tary air travel and put on an 
overall limitation of $660 million, 








for the current fiscal year which 
started 1 July. MATS had wanted 
$730 million. 

A top Pentagon travel official 
stated: 

“This 10 percent reduction in 
travel money, combined with a 
new 2.9 cent per passenger mile 
floor for transocean airlift, rais- 
ing the cost to the armed services 
30 percent, imposes a dilemma for 


FY 1961. 

“We have more military person- 
nel and their families to move, 
with less funds, since a legal limit 
is imposed. In addition, the price 
of commercial carrier services has 
increased nearly one third.” 

MATS administrators are watch- 
ing closely to learn whether the 
new 2.9 cent passenger mile floor 
rate will mean the loss of rapidly 
increasing Army air travel. 

A typical MATS charge for 
transporting any Army man and 
his dependents from the East 
Coast to Europe is $96 per person, 
compared with the Military Sea 





Transport Service (MSTS) of $57 
to carry personnel over the same 
route by ship. However, the Army 
believes that air travel is cheaper 
in the long run, and it also allows 
the Army to get more service time 
out of its personnel. 

MATS estimates that it will 
carry 54,000 military passengers 
overseas during October, Novem- 
ber and December. Business ac- 
corded commercial carriers cur- 
rently includes 55 percent of the 
MATS passenger airlift and with 
commercial prices going up it 
adds to the trouble of MATS and 
the military.

Congressman James Roosevelt 
(D-Calif.) or the Small Business 
Administration or the “Big-Four” 
movers wanted — but they think 
they have a set of rules that will 
work, that will give the soldier a 
high quality of service and will 
do all of this at the lowest possible 
cost to the government. 

This is a big order, but by and 
large, it has been accomplished. 

The serviceman’s main interest 
in the two-year household goods 
controversy and one which 
Army Times has_ consistantly 
supported — has been the issue 
of “free choice” in selection of 
movers. A poll conducted by Army 
Times early last spring revealed 
that. reader opinion was nearly 
unanimous in support of complete 
“free choice.” 

Although the new rules fall far 
short of this optimum serviceman 
goal, they do assure the soldier 
and his family that they will have 
a great deal more choice of movers 
than they have had under the old 
“rotation” system” — though this

were 77,000 suggested and_ 20,253 
adopted. 

In spite of the increase in in- 
terest and savings, the total 
amount of money paid out to 
civilians in cash awards this year 
was slightly lower than it was last 
year—$574,000 as compared with 
$650,000. 

No figures are available for 
military cash awards. Very few of 
them are made, however, as DOD 
has no appropriated funds for mili- 
tary participation in the “Search- 
light” program. Most soldiers 
whose good ideas are accepted get 
a commendation letter. Others get 
a three-day pass. 

During the next month or so, 
eight special awards will be pre- 
sented for command civilian par- 
ticipation in the “Searchlight” pro- 
gram during the last fiscal year. 

Awards will be given at four 
levels: DA administrative and 
staff headquarters, technical serv- 
ices, ZI armies and oversea com- 
mands. Within each level, two 
awards will be given—one for the 
highest rate of suggestions made 
per 1000 employes, the other for 
the highest rate of acceptance per 
1000 employes. 

The Chief of Staff’s office won 
the award for DA headquarters, 
with 313.7 and 67 (suggestions and 
acceptances, respectively) per 1000 
employes. The Quartermaster 
Corps took both awards in the 
technical services with 383.9 and 
110.9. Second Army won the sug- 
gestion prize for ZI armies with 
605.2, while MDW took the ac- 
ceptance award with 130.9. Both 
oversea command prizes went to 
USARPAC, with a whopping 968.8 
suggestions per 1000 employes and 
126.2 acceptances. 





choice is qualified by a few “ifs,” 
“ands” and “buts.” 

What the new rules specify is 
that requests for non-use of a 
particular carrier (a veto) based 
on specific prior unsatisfactory 
service (not necessarily a personal 
experience) and a preference for 
a specific carrier (a choice) “shall 
be honored” as long as they do not 
affect the other rules governing 
distribution of traffic. This means 
that choices and vetoes will be 
honored as long as they don’t in- 
terfere with the system DOD has 
established to satisfy the demands 
of certain industry representa- 
tives and to meet government 
policies on the use of commercial 
transportation. 

Dr. Gayton Germane, top DOD 
transportation policy maker, told 
Army Times this week that he ex- 
pects that practically all vetoes 
will be honored under the new 
rules. The principal basis for 
rejecting a veto will be an unusual 
case in which no other mover 
capable of handling the shipment 
is available at lowest overall cost 
to the government. There will be 
very few instances of this, he be- 
lieved. 

With regard to the “preference” 
or choice of movers, Germane was 
less definite, though he estimates 
that a high percentage of these 


choices will be honored. The 
qualifying language in the new 
rules will make it necessary to 


deny preference in some cases, he 
said, but stated that this “should 
present no particular difficulty 
where there are several qualified, 
lowest cost carriers, and the 
preferences and vetoes are not 
unduly concentrated.” 

One important factor in the new 
rules which spokesman claim will 
give servicemen higher quality of 
service is the new system of 
ipspecting all facilities and equip-

OF MOST immediate impact, 
however, was the failure to amend 
the Hiss Act.

But those who lack the 18 on 
the “first of the seventh” date 
will take the present modest re- 
adjustment pay, instead of the 
double amount many quarters 
hoped would be approved. — 

A captain with 16 years service 
for readjustment pay purposes, 
for example, will receive $4200. 
Under the measure turned down 
by the House last week he would 
receive $8400. 

Proponents of the larger bene- 
fits say they would more nearly 
equal the separation pay Regular 
officers receive. That is two 
months basic pay for each year of 
service up to 12 years, or 24 
months basic pay. 

Both readjustment and separa- 
tion pay are taxable. 

Readjustment pay—the one-half 
per month arrangement—has been 
on the books since 1956. 

Ample time still remains for the 
government to increase the read- 
justment pay stipend before large 
numbers are on their way out. But 
last week’s action, and the pre- 
vious history of efforts to improve 
readjustment pay, cast doubt on 
what the next session of Congress 
might develop.

RIVERS AND OTHERS have 
been trying for years to push 
through a term contract bill, com- 
plete with (1)° contract agree- 


ments for officers beyond the two- 
year service point, (2) two months 
readjustment pay for each year of 
service performed under contract, 
(3) additional money for persons 
let out before their contracts were 
up, and (4) assurances that at the 
14-year service point individuals 
(if -not released) would be guar- 
anteed a Regular commission or 
service until retirement. 

This was the full-package treat- 
ment Reserve supporters have 
said is essential to bring equity 
with the Regular corps. 

The House, sparked by the 
Armed _ Services subcommittee 
headed by Rivers, passed this full 
package early in 1959. The bill 
remained untouched in the Senate 
Armed Services committee until 
last week, when that group re- 
moved all parts of it except the 
readjustment pay hike and re- 
ported it to the floor. 

The full Senate quickly in- 
dorsed the revamped measure, 
which was followed by Rivers de- 
cision to accept it. At this point 
there was no time left to call a 
House-Senate conference in an at- 
tempt to resolve the wide differ- 
ences. 

The Defense Department orig- 
inally indorsed the House-passed 
measure in most parts. But the 

department reportedly grew 
lukewarm on the overall pack- 
age. In testimony before the Sen- 
ate committee, Pentagon offi- 


cials appeared to back away 
from their previous approval. 

The Senate committee then held 

the bill for several weeks before 





making its large alterations.

every flight. Five paratroopers 
were carried on each of the 47 
flights, jumping on signal as soon 
as the helicopter reached the 1250 
foot altitude mark over the golf 
course. 

Eighty officers and men of the 
329th Special Forces Detachment, 
an all-Hawaiian Army Reserve unit 
on a two-weeks training tour here, 
started the parachute jumping 
about sun-up on Wednesday. Capt. 
Dave M. Johnson piloted the heli- 
copter for the 16 flights required to 
take the Hawaiian paratroopers 
aloft. 

On Wednesday evening, 70 troop- 
ers of the lst Special Forces Group 
jumped onto the golf course, some 
after dark. Capt. Dennis M. Boyle 
took the helicopter aloft on the 14 
shuttle flights.

Thousands of city dwellers have 
driven right by their dangling doors 
without giving them more than a 
passing glance or a shouting plea of 
“how do we get out of here?”

NOW, IT SEEMS, either for bet- 
ter or worse for the peaceful na- 
tives, tourist attention is being turn- 


ed on them. We're thinking of a 
place called Cades Cove down in the 
Great Smoky Mountains of Tenes- 


see. ’ 

The National Park Service has 
taken steps to preserve the ways of 
the Cove people for posterity. Also 
to give the restless tourists an idea 
of how their forebearers made 
themselves quite happy and content 
in the mountain vastness. 

As an early venture in the pre- 
servation of olden times in the 
hills, the Service selected Cades 
Cove, an ancient settlement about 
half way between Maryville and 
Gatlinburg on the Tennessee side 
of the range. 

Originally a part of the vast Cher- 
okee domain and deriving its name 
from an Indian chief's wife Kate, 
the community now consists of four 
remaining families of the clans that 
once farmed, fought, mated and 
worshipped in the secluded green 
valley. 

Entrance to the cove is over an 
eight-mile stretch of gorge-locked 
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route from State Road 73 which in 
turn connects with U.S. 129 at Mary- 
ville and with U.S. 441 at Gatlin- 
burg. 

The Park Service has rehabili- 
tated log cabins, barns, sheds, 
smokehouses, and corn cribs. It 
has leased some 2,000 acres of farm. 
ing land to keep alive a pastoral 
way of life that is fast vanishing 
from the American scene. 


THE REGION WAS not legally 


open to settlers until the Cherokee 
treaty of 1819, but squatters had 
been there long before then. The 
Cove contained the best farming 
land in the Smokies, thus attracted 
more pioneers than any other sec- 
tions. 

At one time more than a hundred 
families lived in the Cove. They 
led hearty and self-sufficient lives 
but they were not wholly isolated. 
As early as 1832 mail was delivered 
once a week. 

Teachers, tradesmen, lumbermen, 
and itinerant preachers kept them 
posted on what was happening out- 
side the rugged, blue-green moun- 
tains. 

While Cades Cove is unique, it 
is not the only sign of pioneer life 
in the park. On the North Caro- 
lina side, just north of Cherokee, 
the Park Service has set up a 
Pioneer Museum and a Pioneer 





Farmstead. 
A typical mountain farm has been | 
re-created on old Indian Gap Road 
beside the Oconaluftee River. 
Elsewhere in the 500,000-acre 
Great Smoky Mountains National 
Park, old pioneer cabins, barns, and | 
mills are falling into decay. Aban- 
doned fields are reverting rapidly | 
to the quiet darkness of the forest. |

FORT JACKSON, S. C. — The best known soldiers in South Carolina are Fort 
Jackson’s musical ambassadors in uniform, the more than 50 musicians of the Fort 


ekson Army Band. 
They are a familiar sight. to 
i ' of Carolinians who 
have visited the fort.

Few bands would try to play 
75 dates in a single month. 
But CWO Benjamin J. Cortese 
and his soldier-musicians did 
just that in June. 
“A schedule like this keeps us 
hustling,” says Cortese, “but it

THE FACT is that Cortese is 
running two bands and a school 
at the same time. It started in 


' January, five years ago, when

The 282d was the division band 
of the 10ist Abn.

It plays 
at the unveiling of statues of 
war heroes, at the openings of 
post offices, at concerts for_vet- 
erans and civic groups, festivals 
and other celebrations. 

The biggest shake-up Cortese 
gives his combined marching 
bands is the weekly breakdown 
into dance combos. The band’s 
finest in the realm of sweet and 
hot are parceled out each week 
for regular performances in com- 
bos. The first combo plays Thurs- 
day nights for dancing at Jack- 
son’s main service club. The sec- 
ond performs every Saturday 
night at the Laurel Street USO 
in Columbia. The third alter- 
nates its dancing dates between 
Shaw AFB and the Fort Jackson 
Officers Club. 

The bandsmen come into their 
own on these combo dates. Some 
of them are former members of 
popular bands.

R. MATHESON is well 

established as one of 
our brightest and most im- 
aginative authors of hair- 
raising mysteries and orig- 
inal science fiction stories.

Tus is a well-enough

(THE greatest sailor of modern times, or the luckiest, or 

both, must be the Argentine author of this book. 
Alone, he sailed a 31-foot ketch from Buenos Aires to 
Capetown, thence to Wellington, Valparaiso — and 
Buenos Aires. Three landfalls in 20,420 miles. All 
under sail. Two hundred and seventy-two days at sea. 
Counting rest in the three ports, he took 12% months 
for the circumnavigation. 

The adventure consisted largely of hardship, and the 
book recounts them in simple, gripping fashion. The 
boat sprang a leak a few miles out. Dumas patched it 
and wounded his hand. It became infected and he was 
driven almost to amputate it half way between South 
America and Africa. 

His worst time, though, was the 104-day stretch across 
the Indian Ocean. Scurvy. 

Rounding the Horn, he found the weather so rough 
and cold that he spent only eight out of the last 38 days 
at the helm.

How to Nab Killers 
With a Microscope 


MOSTLY MURDER, by Sir Sidney Smith. 
David McKay Co., N.Y., $4.95.

HE Cairo police were baffled. They had found three 
small bones in a well, but who could say whether a 
crime had been committed or, indeed, whether the re- 
mains were even human? 
World War I was recently ended and scientific 


methods of investigation still were less practiced in real 
life than in the fictional adventures of Sherlock Holmes. 


From an examination of the bone fragments, the au- 
thor was able to make the following report to Cairo au- 
thorities: “Human and female, short and slim, aged be- 
tween 23 and 25. She probably had at least one preg- 
nancy. Her left leg was shorter than her right, and she 
walked with a pronounced limp. Probably she had polio 
when a child. She was killed by a shotgun loaded with 
home-made slugs, fired in an upward direction from a 
range of about three yards. The killer was standing or 
sitting in front of her, slightly to her left. She died 
about seven to ten days later, probably from septic 
peritonitis.” 

With these clues to work on, the police had little 
difficulty identifying the victim and locating the killer.

SIR SIDNEY’S career, exhibited in this autobiog- 
raphy, paralleled the development of modern forensic 
medicine. He rose to a position of authority in the 
medico-legal field with the publication in 1925 of a pio- 
neering textbook, now in its tenth edition. But, as Earle 
Stanley Gardner notes in a foreword to the new work, 
this is no ponderous treatise; it paints vivid pictures of 
murder and the scientific detective in action. 

_The canny Scot never tarries long over routine de- 
tails of his life. He gives only what is necessary to form 
a coherent thread for the stories of mayhem, assassina- 
tion and mouldering corpses.

HOLLYWOOD—tThe rule book for the upcoming 
Nixon-Kennedy TV debates is getting more complicated 
than a set of old mah jong instructions. 


Managers and seconds in both 
camps already have decided that 
their boys not only must meet 
face-to-face but on “live” TV ex- 
clusively. This, they aver, will 
obviate any editing skullduggery 
of a tape or film. 


Also, each side has agreed 
there are to be no prepared 
speeches, no “idiot” cards or 
teleprompters of any kind.

Shun- 
ning the major controversy on 
the desirability of transcribing 
orchestral works for band, it is 
possible to say that the record 
is successful, Fennell’s band is 
extraordinarily good, and so are 
some of the arrangements. “Pine- 
apple Poll” (itself based on bits 
from Sullivan operettas) re- 
mains sprightly through its met- 
amorphosis. Gounod’s ballet 
from “Faust” and_ Rossini’s 
“Boutique Fantasque” are also 
played in unusually fine stereo 
sound, 

Andre Tchaikovsky, a pianist 
who is sometimes very good, 
goes completely astray in a disc 
of Chopin selections. He simply 
lacks the tonal coloration, and 
instead of having a carefully 
calculated’ rubato, he merely 
achieves sloppiness.

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Dugway: Sand, Scenery and CBR 


(Editor’s Note: Out in the 
land of Zane Grey’s “Riders of 
the Purple Sage,” the Army 
last week opened up its Chemi- 
cal Corps Proving Ground to 
reporters. For the first time, 
it permitted newspapermen to 
visit Dugway. An Army Times 
reporter was among those given 
clearance. Here is the story he 
brought back from 12,000 years 
ago to the present. The facts 
here are accurate although they 
may sound like Zane Grey fic- 
tion.)

DUGWAY, Utah — With 
“wild” horses and all, the 
Chemical Corps here at its 
hush-hush proving ground 
could make a dent in the 
national debt if they opened 
up their vast areas of des- 
ert and mountains to the 
public and conducted sight- 
seeing tours at so much a 
head. 

Reporters were allowed on 

st for the first time last week. 
They were loaded into two buses 
and given a tour of the installa- 
tion. An officer, with a loud- 
speaker system, described points 
of interest. It was one of the 
world’s greatest travelogues — 
like one of those famous Lowell 
Thomas narrations. 

Dugway, a fenced post with a 
daytime population of 5000, is 
80 miles or so from nowhere in 
the middle of the Great Salt 
Lake and Bonneville desert flats 
and mountains. Closest big town 
is tourist-trap Salt Lake City, 
where Wyoming jade is sold at 
premium prices and it costs a 
dollar for a permit to be al- 
lowed to buy a bottle of hard 
drink at the state package store.

IN SALT LAKE CITY, only 
3.2 beer is sold across the bar and 
the thirsty who want more than 
that must part with that good 
old Yankee dollar for a permit, 
then take their whiskey straight 
or pay for a glass of water for 
a chaser in a restaurant. Thus, 
the great state of Utah “taxes” 
every thirsty-for-liquor tourist a 
dollar if he wants a hard drink 
and desires to stay within the 
law and not deal with bootleg- 
gers, who abound. 

There also is a retail sales tax, 
even in restaurants. If a tourist 
wants to eat he pays “blood 
money.” They call the tax “blood 
money” because at the time the 
tax was enacted a man named 
Blood was governor of Utah. 
Cigarettes are expensive. At the 
officers’ club on the post, they 
cost 30 cents a pack. 

Free in Salt Lake City are 
the concerts at the Mormon Tem- 
ple and Tabernacle. The music 
is wonderful to hear and worth 
trying to step through the tour- 
ist traps. To sit in the beautiful 
grounds of the temple and taber-

nacle is to find faith no matter 
what your religion. 

At Dugway, you step into 
the past. As you board the 
bus for a sight-seeing tour, the 
officer “barker” says “wel- 
come aboard.” He reminds his 
listeners that it is a “nautical 
term” and that the desert floor 
was under hundreds of feet 
of water 12,000 years ago. It 
is known as Lake Bonneville 
of prehistoric times. 

As the lake receded, it left 
jagged mountains and flat des- 
ert floor. It left sand and deso- 
late countryside, the scenery 
somehow majestic for all of its 
desolation. And as the hundreds 
of years passed, it left the sand 
and wild horses. 

They now say here on post— 
and I report it in the mildest of 
phrases — “the damn sand and 
the damn horses.” 

The bus barker reported that 
there were four “wild” horse 
herds in the fenced confines of 
the proving ground. One of the 
herds grazes on the front lawns 
and baseball fields in the area 
where officers and enlisted men 
live in barracks, Wherrys and 
Capeharts. At dusk, we saw the 
herd on the front lawns of homes 
near the officers clubs. 


COL. DAVID ARMITAGE, CO 
of the proving ground, is report- 
ed to be a stickler on orders 
that th herds should not be 
bothered and that the one herd 
can graze on front lawns. The 
other three herds are up in the 
mountains, 

But there are some—and for 
obvious reasons they cannot be 
quoted by name—who would like 
to see Armitage stage a round- 
up and drive that one herd into 
the wastelands. Beside the

inconvenience and momentary 
shock of opening up the front 
door and finding a stallion star- 
ing you in the eye, mothers 
worry over the possibility that 
these horses might spook and 
stampede and run over a child. 
This has not happened to date. 
The horses also represent a prob- 
lem in keeping lawns clean. 

The sand represents anoth- 
er problem to housewives. 
When winds are high the sand 
sifts through windows and 

doors no matter how tight 

they seem to be closed. It 
covers floors and furniture. 

Even the most meticulous 

housewife has to combat the 
sand. 

This is not to downgrade Dug- 
way or its people. These minor 
annoyances are more than off- 
set by other features making for 
pleasant living. When Bonne- 
ville lake receded, one of the 
heights left was Cedar moun- 
tain. It was in one of the can- 
yons of Cedar Mountain that 
Zane Grey found the inspiration 
to write his “Riders of the Pur- 
ple Sage.” His description of 
the canyon written years ago is 
just as good today as it was then. 

In other canyons on post 
there are picnic areas and rec- 
reation spots that a _ tourist 
would travel hundreds of miles 
to see. 

Dugway Proving Ground, com- 
pletely fenced, together with the 
Air Force’s bordering Wendover 
target range, gives the Army an 
experimental area of about 2500 
square miles. Maj. Earl R. Shap- 
pell, director of the CBR weap- 
ons orientation course, explains 
that Dugway “has the distinc- 
tion of being the only military 
proving ground that can accom- 
modate

Those were tense war years. 
The Army remembered that the 
Germans had used gas in World 
War Il. The had to be 
ready for retaliation and get 
ready quickly. 

Re tion still ig the key 
word as Chemical Corps experts 
find new agents for killing and 
incapacitating gases. Richard S. 
Morse, Director of Research and 
Development for the Army, says 
that this country must have the 
capabilities for CBR warfare as 
a “massive deterrence” to keep 
Russia in line. 

The terrain and climate in the 
Dugway region make it ideally 
suited for CBR testing. The rim 
of mountains on three sides and 
the barren wastes of the Great 
Salt Lake Desert on the fourth 
side make it almost completely 
isolated. These features make 
the control of cloud diffusion and 
particle dispersion easy and per- 
mit maximum safety measures 
to be constantly maintained. 
There have been a few accidents 
in testing at Dugway where 
gases got away but there have 
been no fatalities. 

The temperature at Dugway 
ranges all the way from 116 
above to 20 below, depending 
on the season. Overall, the 
weather is ideal even in the 
heat of summertime, because 
it cools off at night and you 
can sleep under blankets. 

Employed at Dugway are sci- 
entists, engineers and technicians 
of all types. The military force 
consists of 105 officers and 800 
enlisted men. There are 400 sets 
of family quarters, including 
Wherry and Capehart. The 
Wherry units are now being re- 
modeled at a cost of $1.6 mil- 
lion. Dugway employs some 
3750 civilians, some of whom 

commute as much as 160 to 180 
miles a day. There also are 140 
trailers on post. 

Those on post live with their 
families in a community of 
homes, schools and _ facilties 
found in any small American 
city. Theré are modern recrea- 
tional facilities, including swim- 
ming pools, NCO, enlisted and 
officers clubs. The mess for en- 
listed men here served some of 
the best food this reporter has 
tasted in his travels through mil- 
itary installations. The mess ser- 
geant is heavy set. That’s a good 
sign because it proves he likes 
his own food. 

There is an _ air-conditioned 
BOQ and visiting officers quar- 
ters. The rooms there are as 
comfortable as in any modern 
hotel. The officers club is well 
and fashionably appointed al- 
though it looks that it may be 
outgrown soon. 

The working area of the prov- 
ing ground covers nearly one mil- 
lion acres. Much of this is di- 
vided into operational sites 
called grids where testing is 
done. Many of these grids are 
small testing areas containing 
special firing and sampling 
equipment. 

* * 

THE LARGEST SITE is the 
so-called downwind grid which 
includes more than 90 square 
miles and contains over 3000 
sampling stations and 180 miles 
of paved roads. The Army has

Here is raised the terrifying 
possibility that an enemy with 
colorless, odorless and tasteless 
gas could send a cloud over a 
city or perhaps thousands of 
square miles and kill or inca- 
Pacitate tens of thousands of peo- 
ple. If incapacitating gas were 
used, whole communities could 
be knocked senseless for four or 
five hours. All any enemy would 
have to do is send in troops to 
disarm the military and police. 
Then the enemy would have the 
industrial complex still undam- 
aged and he would have a slave 
population to work for him. 

But to forget the present, the 
history of Dugway is so im- 
ménsely intriguing that it will 
be recorded here in length. This 
is because few outsiders can 
make a tour of the post. Those 
now living there can send this 
back to the homéfolks to show 
how the present and past inter- 
mingle. Those going there will 
know, if they can give rein to 
imagination, that they have 
stepped back into the days of 
the covered wagon and pony ex- 
press. 

Only now is. there a little 
glimpse of its lands being 
opened to outsiders. All that is 
left of the prehistoric lake of 
12,000 years ago is the Great 
Sale Lake. 

Hulking up from the desert on 
post are Davis and Simpson 
mountains. It was between these 
mountains that the overland 
stage coach, the pony express 
and the first Lincoln highway 
and the first continental tele- 
graph lines brought civilization 
to a land once populated by 
mammoths and other prehistoric 
animals. The early _ settlers 
found the American Indians. 


STHLL HERE is the reservation 
of the Goshute, the once “bad 
actor” Indians. In tribal days, 
Indians were banished to the 
desert without weapons when 
they committed such serious 
crimes as murder or rape. Wom- 
en as well as men sometimes 
were banished and they became 
a tribe. Some of the Goshutes 
of today are said to have heads 
twice normal size and big bar- 
rels of bodies. 

The Goshutes, now living on 
the sides of Ibapah Park, mean- 
ing deep creek or deep water, 
once were known as the Dig- 
gers. This was because without 
weapons they had to dig into 
the ground for roots, desert mice 
and rats to stay alive. 

Still under the desert floor in 
places is an underground lake, 
sometimes buried by only a few 
feet of sand. The lake in spots 
is said to be more than 250 feet 
deep. _ There is the legend that 
the Confederates during the 


Civil War lost a wagon load of 
gold when the wagon simply 
sank through soft sands into the 
lake. The Confederates were re- 
portedly hauling the gold from 
Sacramento, Calif., to help fi- 
nance their cause. Modern cater- 
pillars and other heavy machin- 
ery also have disappeared in this 
fashion. 


Dugway got its name not 
from the Digger Indians but 
from the ingenuity of the first 
covered wagon eers who 
cut across the desert. When 
they hit one of "s hills 
that seemed im , they 
took their plows and made fur- 
rows up one side of the hill 
and down again so the — 
could be pulled up and ° 
ered over the obstacle. This 
was known to early settlers 
as the Digway. Later, the 
name became. Dugway. 


There is still plenty of. wild 
life on the desert and mountains 
—coyotes, antelope, bobcats and 
many species of rabbits, kan- 
garoo rats and mice. And the 
wild horses. The horses seen on 
the front lawns in the housi: 
area seemed sleek and we 
groomed but it’s claimed that no 
one can or has broken or rid- 
den them. 

There is a riding club on post, 
known as the Skull Valley Rid- 
ers. Riding horses are imports. 
That somehow seems like carry- 
ing coals to Newcastle. The rid- 
ing club takes its name ,from 
Skull Valley, where hundreds of 
skulls of buffaloes once were 
found. 

There is a new nine-hole golf 
course. The post guide says that 
when golfers tee off ravens 
snatch up their golfballs before 
the players can reach them. 

On post too, is an animal farm 
with 7000 to 8000 laboratory- 
bred and 1500 trapped wild ani- 
mals, mostly mice and rats used 
in experiments, and some goats. 
Pet of the scientists is a little, 
long-haired mutt dog named 
Sparky. He is sometimes sub- 
jected to nerve gas experiments 
but the gas is painless. He al- 
ways comes bounding back, 
however. No dog ever would be 
used if there was any pain or 
destruction involved, one officer 
assured me. 

An amazing number of experi- 
ments in CBR are carried out 
here. But for every new weap- 
on a defense is found. Research- 
ers here have another job—to de- 
velop protective devices for ci- 
vilians and soldiers. One such 
new device is the M-17 gas mask. 
It has no hip or cheek cannister 
and its cleansing agent is in 
small pockets in the cheek of the 
mask. The mask gives 35 per- 
cent better vision and it has a 
voice transmission diaphragm. 
The latter means that an officer 
or soldier could give voice com- 
mands during a gas attack. 


ARMY EXPERIMENTERS also 
are searching for a suit of cloth- 
ing which would protect the sol- 
dier from all types of gases such 
as those that would burn the 
skin or enter the nerve system 
through the skin. They have de- 
veloped a rubber suit that will 
protect men in such cases, but 
it is so hot inside the suit and 
so bulky that it is not suited 
for combat. 

The possibility of protecting 
men - by chemically treating 
clothing even down to the un- 
derwear to give double protec- 
tion is also being explored. This 
is what the Army here likes to 
talk about: the emphasis on de- 
fensive rather than offensive 
weapons. 

“We've got the best gag mask 
in the world now,” said an offi- 
cer. “Someday we will find the 
ideal clothing to protect the sol- 
dier.”

Arsenal Develops 
Checkout System 


FRANKFORD ARSENAL, Pa.—A new era in the 
maintenance of cars, trucks, tanks—in fact of any ve- 
hicle—is beginning. A research team at Frankford 
Arsenal, Philadelphia, has developed a computerized checkout sys- 
tem which will take the “guesswork” out of automotive repair, there- 
by preventing unnecessary repairs and rebuilding. 

At the same time, the automatic checkout system increases 
vehicle reliability by accurately pinpointing possible sources of 
trouble before malfunction occurs. All of this is accomplished with- 
out removing or disassembling any major component of the vehicle. 

Thus, for the first time, repair diagnosis can be performed on 
a completely scientific basis. The somewhat erratic, intuitive method 
employed by skilled mechanics and the expensive and time-consum- 
ing “let’s-tear-it-down-and-take-a-look” approach will be eliminated.

WHILE THE SYSTEM has been developed primarily for combat- 
type vehicles, it is adaptable to passenger, commercial, and indus- 
trial vehicles, aircraft and watercraft. 

The automatic-vehicle checkout system was envisioned during 
research and development work on a computer-controlled automatic- 
checkout system for missiles. Frankford people responsible for the 
vehicle-checkout system are Raymond Brachman, technical director 
for automatic checkout; Albert Chalfin, project engineer in charge 
of developing the computer system; and Charles Dobson, project en- 
gineer in charge of developing the transducer instrumentation and 
diagnostic program for the system. 

Heart of the automatic-vehicle checkout system is a Libratrol, 
500 digital control computer, manufactured by the Burbank, Calif., 
Branch of Librascope Division—General Precision, Inc. The com- 
puter has been modified to accept magnetic tape input.

WASHINGTON—Two Army Hawk air defense missile bat- 
teries will be deployed in the Panama Canal Zone in September. 

Deployment of the batteries to Panama is part of the Army’s 
phased replacement of antiaircraft gun batteries with modern sur- 
face-to-air missile units. 

The two units are F Btry., 55th Msl. Bn., and F Btry., 67th 
Msl. Bn. now stationed at Fort Bliss, Tex. 

Each battery has a complement of five officers and 68 enlisted 
men. These batteries have had intensive training at the Army 
Air Defense School at Fort Bliss.

9 Missiles 
Said to be 
On Alert 


WASHINGTON — Three more 
Atlas intercontinental ballastic 
missiles were declared combat- 
ready this week in Cheyenne, Wyo. 

With the three Atlas ICBMs 
pronounced ready in August, this 
week’s announcement by the Air 
Force completes the first opera- 
tional squadron at Warren AFB.

Tests Successful

FORT BELVOIR, Va.—Three methods of removing 
radioactive contaminants from drinking water supplies have 
been successfully tested by Army Engineers. 


The sanitary engineering branch 
of the Engineer Research and 
Development Laboratories at Fort 
Belvoir, Va., report favorable re- 
sults using a standard purification 
unit consisting of chemical coagula- 
tion and diatomite filtration which 
the engineers, call an “Erdlator,” 
a mobile ion exchange unit, and 
an electrodialysis demineraliza- 
tion process. 

Tests were -conducted at the 
Nevada Test Site within proximity 
of the area where the atomic 
bombs were formerly tested. The 
Office of Civil Defense Mobiliza- 
tion participated in all the tests. 

Radioactive soil specially ground 
to a very fine particle size to 
simulate radioactive fallout was 
added to a water source giving a 


contamination level of 660,000 
units (micro microcuries per 
liter). After treatment in the 


“Erdlator” the contamination was 
reduced to 5000 units.

THIS IS less than the 300,000 
units which is considered a safe 
emergency drinking water toler- 
ance, The contaminated soil, was 
essentially insoluble in water and 
thus the “Erdlator” water treat- 
ment process, which is designed to

Mon- 
days are the only night assignments 
in the Washington area for blood 
donor aides.

Tips on Making Housework Easy 
Offered by Exchange Reader 


Recently a lieutenant’s wife suggested swapping ideas to make house work easier. 
Here is my answer. First, make a critical survey of every room in your house. Ask your- 
self whether everything is most conveniently placed. Particularly, streamline your kitchen. 


Do away with odds and ends that clutter up your drawers, cabinets and _ closets. 


Put away seasonal clothing dur- 
ing off-season—CLEANED and in 
wearable condition. Use glass-fiber 
curtains that can be washed and 
hung up without ironing. Banish 
unnecessary knicknacks. 

If you have a multi-level house, 
avoid constant stair running by 
placing a pretty waste basket at the 
foot and top of each stairway. In 
it, place things that belong up or 
downstairs, as the case may be, 
and empty the basket and dis- 
tribute is contents correctly when- 
ever you HAVE to go up or down 
anyway. 

When cleaning, wear an apron 
with large pockets into which go 
small items picked up during the 
cleaning process. When you have

they belong. 

If your house has several levels, 
have a complete assortment of 
necessary cleaning items for each 
level. For a one-level house, a 
cleaning cart on wheels is very 
practical. 

Alphabetize your spices so you 
need not fumble and grope for 
them. 

Prepare dishes that will make 
at least two meals, like meat loaf, 
roasts, ham, spaghetti sauce, 
which can easily be varied with 
side dishes. If you have a freezer, 
take one day each week for cook- 
ing and baking, which will free 
you from every-day meal prepa- 
rations. 

When baking several kinds of 
cakes, make white cake first, then 
yellow, then chocolate. You won’t 
have to clean the mixer between 
cakes 

Make the utmost use of your 
freezer if you are lucky enough 
to have one. Make up a daily and 
a weekly schedule. Distribute extra 
ehores and stick to the schedule. 

When taking down clothes, have 
two laundry carts or baskets. In 
one place those clothes that need 
ironing, later fold and place into 
plasti¢ bag Into the other go 
items that do not need to be 
ironed. Field them neatly right 
away, stack according to purpose 
and stow away without having to 
handle again. 

Place those items needing re- 
pairs separately, and attend to 
them either on a rainy day while 
enjoying a good radio or TV pro- 
gram, or take them out on the 
patio on a nice day while bask- 
ing in the sun. In that way it 
will not seem like work at all, 

Iron sitting down, and only iron 
things that REALLY need it. Again 

watch for rips, tears, missing but- 
tons ... and do mending after 
ironing so you will be able to clear 
the mending basket in one big 
sweep. When mending, sort out 
things according to color, thread 
needles with all necessary colors 
and then go to work—it goes a 
lot faster. 

Have hangers ready while iron- 
ing and mending so that nothing 
will wrinkle. After having worn a 
blouse, skirt or dress for just a few 
hours and item is still perfectly 
clean, hang outside to air out. It 
will save ironing, maybe also wash- 
ing, and keep things fresh smell- 
ing

A widow 
must. be 62 years of age, in reason- 
ably good health for her age, and 
acceptable to an anonymous Ad- 


4 missions Committee. 


Founders fees, to be paid by 
those who apply now and are ac- 
cepted for admission oh the hall’s 


completion in early 1962, will}, 
range from $3400 to $6375. These! 


fees represent a 15 percent reduc- 
tion in the aetual admission 
charges. They will vary according 


to the size of the unit desired by} 


applicants. The fees were adopted 
by the foundation’s Board of Di- 
rectors at its August meeting. 

The monthly service charge 
will depend on the type of unit 
occupied, but cannot be firmly 
set until total campaign contri- 
butions are received and cost of 
actual construction loans and 
other factors are known. 

In announcing the fees, the 
foundation’s new president, Lt. 
Gen. (Ret.) Leslie R. Groves, em- 
phasized that some widows who 
cannot meet the entrance and 
monthly service fees will be able 
to get help from the foundation 
and other organizations. 

Army Distaff Hall will be built 
on a 14-acre wooded tract at Ne- 
braska and Oregon avenues, N.W., 
overlooking Rock Creek Park in 
Washington, D.C. Five types of 
units will be available, and those 
who pay the founders fees will get 
first choice on room selection. 

A widow accepted for admission 
will not have to turn over her 
property holdings to the founda- 
tion. All founders fees will be 
kept in an escrow fund. 

Residents of Army Distaff Hall, 
besides receiving guaranteed life 
care, will have the normal pri- 
vacy of apartment living. 

Army Distaff Hall will be open 
to the widows, dependent mothers 





and unmarried or widowed daugh- 
ters of Regular Army officers and 
warrant officers and of Reserve 
officers with 20 years’ active duty.

From the standpoint of the hunter the most entranc- 
ing quest of modern times is the search for the Abominable 
Snowman. These three years past, Tom Slick, Texas oii 
tycoon, has had an expedition continuously in northern 
Nepal searching for the Himalayan yeti. 


This expedition has been under 
the command of Peter Byrne. 
Byrne is not an American. He is 
an Irishman, an adventurer, moun- 
tain climber, engineer and author. 
He is a big strapping Irisher, as 
handsome as the late Errol Flynn, 
but judging by one 
the time he has- 
spent in search 
of the elusive 
Himalayan ape- 
man it appears 
his energies 
take a slightly 
different tack 
than those of 
his cinematic 
countryman.

of the high : 
mountain dusk last month and with 
Peter Byrne looked down on a most 
intriguing set of footprints. Some 
16 inches in length, eight inches 
in width, sinking into the hard- 
packed sand of the creek bed to 
indicate a weight between 300 and 
500 pounds, the spoor was impos- 
ing indeed. The stride showed a 
distance between steps of 45 
inches. The print, roughly, was hu- 
man in outline and big enough for 
a Ringling giant: 

Byrne and I were not in Nepal. 
We were in Humboldt County, Cal- 
ifornia, high in the lofty Sierras 
of that densely forested region, 25 
miles from the nearest store and 
40 miles from the closet town.

CALIFORNIA HAS its Abom- 
inable Snowman. Only he isn’t 
called that, he is referred to as Big 
Foot, The first track of Big Foot 
appeared 11 years ago. Few and 
scattered at first, there has been 
a veritable rash of tracks during 
the past year. No one has seen 
the creature, althougs stories are 
bandied about by individuals, who 
aren’t exactly accepted as credible, 
that they have seen it. Their de- 
scriptions, for what they may be 
worth, tally rather closely with 
that of the Abominable Snowman 
of the high Himalayas. 

The Napalese yeti is believed 
to be only about five feet in 
height. Big Foot would have to 
stand seven feet tall to swing along 
using a 45-inch stride. My 180 
pounds imprinted beside his in 
the creek bottom persuades me he 
weighs very close to 500 pounds. 

Tom slick head of the California 
tracks more than a year ago. He 
quietly put an expedition into the 
field. After some months this search 
group fell apart. Before it was dis- 
banded many tracks were un- 
covered and two members of the 
party came to town one day and 
said they had actually seen Big 
Foot. Little credence was placed 
in their account. With the break-up 
of the party, Slick sent posthaste 
to Nepal and had Peter Byrne fly 
into California and. there organize 
a second expedition. I joined this 
group for a look-see. .

his fellows work out all the creek- 
bottoms, climb into the passes and 
cover, via jeep and afoot, all the 
logging roads in the vicinity of the 
last gigantic spoor. During the past. 
90 days Byrne believes that prob- 
ably one bed of the creature’ has 
been found. It was filled with deer 
hair and the carcasses of two deer 
lay nearby. Moss had been scrapped 
from nearby trees to a height of 
10 feet. There were no claw marks, | 
indicating the work was not that 
of a bear. 

It is significant that a track of 
Big Foot has never been turned 
up more than a hundred yards off 
any road. Byrne, despite hundreds 
of miles of the most strenuous

A MEMBER of the Slick-Byrne 
expedition is Steve thes. For 
the past'13 years this nian has been 
a California Game Department lion 
hunter. Matthes has his lion dogs 
with him. These are specially bred 
kyoodles, veterans of a hundred 
lion killings. If the pups hit the 
sign of Big Foot before it cools 
too much they’ll have the thing 
treed in jig time, That is provided 
the spoor is that of an animal and 
is not human. These Matthes 
hounds didn’t show much blood- 
hound ancestry! 

While I was with the expedition 
Byrne received a letter from an 
individual signing his name, Allen 
Nash, Yoncalla, Ore. This man ex- 
plained that his neighborhood also 
boasts its version of Big Foot, or 
so he said. He had done better 
than ourselves, however, as he had 
seen and photographed the ape- 
men. He found, if we may credit 
his story, a cave where the crit- 
ters hole up. “We entered the 
cave,” to quote from his message, 
“and saw a female with short, 
downy cinnamon-colored fur over 
her breasts. We were attacked by 
a big male and drove him back by 
playing our flame-thrower in his 
eyes.”

ing problem. But pilfering is not 
exclusive with food. At one Philip- 
pine base, where only a man was 
on watch, two typewriters, four 
telephones, a calculating machine, 
a microscope and other equipment 
were stolen within a two-week 
period. 
+ - 

IN KOREA the introduction of 
the sentry dogs has reduced to nil 
the penetrations of the base for 
pilfering purposes. In the past 
there had been between 35 and 40 
penetrations each month. 


The dogs’ acute sense of smell 
and hearing have many advantages 
over electronic equipment which 
has been considered as a possible 
security measure. Working at night 
at bases in isolated. country-sides, 
the dogs offer their handlers a 
greater degree of safety and dispell 
the feeling of loneliness. 


While the bases now use German 
Shepherds exclusively, tests are be- 
ing run on the abilities of the Si- 
berian husky for use at northern 
bases. So far the huskies seem to 
be excellent sentry dogs and they 
— the extreme cold very 
well. 


The German shepherd has been 
used in the past by the Air Force 
because it possesses the following 
traits: keen sense of smell, en- 
durance, reliability, speed, power, 
tractability, courage and ability to 
adapt to almost any climatic con- 
ditions. 

The specifications for sentry 
dogs allow either male or female, 
but the female must be spayed at 
least 120 days prior to acceptance. 
The dogs must be between the age 
of 12 and 36 months. The mini- 
mum height is 21 inches and the 
minimum weight is 50 pounds. The 
dog must be alert, intelligent, con- 
fident and obedient to the wishes 
of the owner. 

* * * 


A CERTIFICATE of health from 
a qualified veterinarian must ac- 
company each dog. This certificate 
must include information on in- 
noculations for rabies and dis- 
temper, result of test for heart- 
worm and the spayed condition of 
females. 

In training, each dog handler 
succeeds best with a certain type 
of dog and each dog with a certain 
type of handler. To secure maxi- 
mum effectiveness, the qualifica- 
tions of the man must be matched 
with the sensory pecularities of 
the dog. Since the ideal dog is 
sensitive to both the sound and 
touch of the handler, a mediocre 
handler can spoil a dog. 


The sentry dog must be aggres- 
sive. The extreme manifestation of 
aggressiveness is seen in attack. In 
general, a dog which is rated un- 
deraggressive cannot be taught to 
attack. The dog of average ag- 
gressiveness can be taught, though 
less readily, than an animal rated 
as overaggressive. The only dif- 
ficulty in teaching the latter con- 
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sists in securing prompt cessation 
of attack upon command. 

The entire training of dogs is 
based on a proper use and develop- 
ment of the natural instincts of the 
dog, demonstrated by the follow- 
ing: 

® The dog’s instinctive -com- 
panionship for man is turned into 
comradeship with one handler. 


® The dog’s instinctive response 
to human attitudes is used as the 
basis for training; the dog is 
praised and encouraged when he 
does well, and is corrected and 
reprimanded when he does badly. 


@ The dog’s instinctive urge for 
prey forms the basis of the sentry 
dog’s actions; the instinctive urge 
to pursue anything which runs 
from him is the means by which 
the dog’s urge is made effective.

SINCE a dog is usually anxious 
to please, the training includes a 
reward system which uses kind 
words, petting,.and freedom of a 
few minutes of romping and play- 
ing as the dog’s favorite exercise. 
Feeding is not one of the forms of 
reward. 

The dog’s earliest training con- 
sists of responding to voice com- 
mands. In an advance obedience 
training the dogs are run through 
an obstacle course and taught hand 
signals. 

Later, agitation is introduced in- 
to the course. It consists of teasing 
the dog to the extent of making 
him bite at the agitator. An attack 
sleeve as protective clothing is

used to give the dog something to 
actually bite, and a light switch or 
burlap bag is used to irritate him. 
The agitator builds the dog up by 
acting frightened and backing up 
every time the dog advances. With- 
out exception the dog must always 
be the winner and a handler never 
agitates his own dog. 

Handlers must have their dogs 
under control at all times. Com- 
mands should be given in a mod- 
erate tone and in a firm clear 
voice. A dog should respond to a 
single command of his handler, 
and only to his handler.

IN THE KENNELS each dog is 
provided with his own wooden dog 
house. Each house is situated atop 
a pole 1% feet high. At its base a 
chain, connected to a swivel, gives 
the dog a 20-foot radius exercise 
area. The area is made of gravel 
over a soakage pit. 

The house itself contains a par- 
tition which separates the door- 
way from the bedding-down area. 
This construction is designed to 
prevent winds, from the direction 
of the opening, from blowing on 
the dog. 

Recently it has been found that 
a meat diet for the dogs is not es- 
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sential. In the past the daily feed- 
ing costs have ranged from 50 
cents to a dollar a day. Now a 
nutritionally balanced diet of dry- 
foods can be used at a cost of 20 
cents a day. The new method re- 
quires no cooking facilities or re- 
frigeration, and saves time in 
preparation. A new policy allows 
the dog to eat when it wants in- 
stead of the former once a day 
schedule. 

All sentry dog records are kept 
at Lackland AFB, and their wel- 
fare is supervised by the veterin- 
ary service.

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Economic Weapons Important

CODY, Wyoming—A Ford Motor

Dodge had 250,000 words examined 
before adopting “Lancer” as the 
name for its new entry into the 
compact field. 

Dodge General Manager M. C. 
Patterson said Lancer-was chosen 
“because it was best identified as 
both a car and as a Dodge product. 
We believed this distinctive identity 
would be vitally important because 
the public will have nearly 100 
brand and model series names of 
American cars to remember in 
1961.” ‘ . A 


THE WORD SELECTION WAS 
done for Dodge by James Vicary 
Co., the New York firm which re- 
searched and recommended the 
names for the Dart line, introduced 
by Dodge last fall. 

“Lancer” emerged from a collec- 
tion of 250,000 words which the 
Vicary firm had tested before it 
melected Seneca, Pioneer and Phoe- 
nix as names for the Dart series, 
and Polara for the medium-price 
Dodge. 

“Names of cars must be easy to 
recall, and to pronounce. They 
should be symbolic of the product 
and representative of the manu- 
facturer,” Vicary stated. 


Vicary’s names come from pic- 
ture titles, books, plays, race horses 
and song titles. They are then 
checked for legal clearance and 
finally tested to see how people 

* react. There are two basic steps 
in the testing. 

First, people are asked: “What 
would you expect a compact car 
to be called?” Their responses are 
carefully recorded. The suggested 
names are then listed and presented 
to a second group of people.

High School Seniors Offered 
Training as Ford Technicians 


DEARBORN, Mich. — What may 
prove to be a major step towards 
solution of the increasingly critical 
shortage of skilled automotive tech- 
nicians, has been taken by the Ford 
Division of Ford Motors Company. 


The Ford program, being insti- 
tuted on a test basis, is aimed at at- 
tracting, training and placing quali- 
fied young men in the service de- 
partments of Ford dealerships.

THE PILOT PROGRAM is being 
conducted in eight of the Division’s 
36 sales districts. 

Six to 10 dealers within each dis- 
trict are working with the Division 
in carrying out the plan.

“Such employment,” Mr. Doman 
elaborated, “enables the student to 
learn first hand the practical ap- 
plication of the theory and practice 
learned in the classroom as well as 
provides the dealer an opportunity 
for close observation of the stu- 
dent’s capabilities.”

- DETROIT — The Veterans of Wars (VFW) 
wants a larger Army and Marine Corps, a that is the 
strongest and most versatile in history, and a re- 


serve force to back up the nation’s active forces in the event 


of war. 

The VFW adopted strong mili- 
tary build up resolutions despite 
assuranees from Vice President 
Richard Nixon that the United 
States “is first in the world mili- 
tarily.” 

The VFW resolutions call for a 
925,000-man Army, a Marine Corps 
of 200,000, a strong air striking 
force, and air defense capable of 
meeting any threat, the strongest 
Navy in history, and no cut ‘in 
either the National Guard or Army 
Reserve. 


The Army now has approximately 
870,000, the Marine Corps, 175,000, 
the National Guard, 400,000 
the Army Reserve, 300;000 

The VFW also adopted 4 resolu- 
tion urging a full-scale study of 
the present veterans compensation 
program. The organization feels 
that compensation rates haven't 
kept up with the cost of living. 
VFW leaders also feel that addi- 
tional compensation should be 
given disabled veterans whose im- 
pairment prevents them from mak- 
ing an adequate living. 


VFW failed to adopt a resolution | 


urging passage of a cold war GI 
Bill. Instead the organization 
adopted a policy giving its national 
commander the authority to decide 
what the group’s position on the 
subject should be. The convention 
endorsed the cold war GI Bill last 
year. 





MIAMI BEACH, Fla. — The 
American Veterans of War II and 
Korea adopted a resolution last 
week reaffirming support of GI 
Bill benefits for cold war veterans. 

The group, during its annual con-

Army, Alaska Scout Units 
Set for Joint Exercise 


FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska—
